Ex-Gov. Roswell P. Flower, who partici- 
pated in the conference at the Metropolitan

at the idea of supporting McKinley, an 
opportunity to do more effective fighting 
against the free-silver heresy. 

The effect of a third ticket, which would 
receive the support of the Democratic Re- 
form Party, and many gold Derocrats, 
heretofore allied with that organization, 
t is conceded would complicate the sit- 
aation, which now confronts, those jof the 
“regular ’’ Democratic organizations which 
have a leaning toward an indorsement of 
the Chicago ticket. 


What Mr. Whitney Says. 


Mr. Whitney was asked if he th-ught a 
third candidate would be put in the field. 
He replied: 

“I think events and the course of the Re- 
publisan leaders are making ‘it™inevitabie. 
fhe general situation is far worse. to-day, 
in my opinion, than it was ten days ago. 
The Republican managers and candidates 
haye shown no realizing sense of the sit- 
uation. They have failed to avail of a 
great opportunity for benefiting the coun- 
try ‘If the present condition of affairs con- 
tinues for any length of time sound-money 
Democ.ats are bound to organize, and it 
cannot be prevented. The truth is there 
does not seem to be in the East a reaiiz- 
ing sense or the seriousness and sincerity 
of the free-silver movement. You may call 
it a craze, but it has captured the imagina- 
tions of the great mass of people through- 
out the entire West and South, and it has 
@ much strorger following in some portions 
of the East not closely allied to large com- 
mercial centres than is generally supposed. 
It is the result of reading and agitation. 
It has become a fixed opinion and an un- 
reasoning one. I think it may be a¢cepted 
as a fact that the vast majority of free- 
silver believers at this time are not open 
to conviction. Their minds are made up, 
and they are quite ars little inclined to rea- 
son upon the subject as were the delegates 
whom they sent to Chicago. 

“I was satisfied before we went to Chi- 
cago that nothing could be accomplished in 
the direction of changing or modifying the 
free-silver idea, and I said so. Neverthe- 
less, it was our duty to go there and em- 
phasize the strength of the convictions of 
the Eastern Democra-s; and, further, to 
afford the country an object lesson, show- 
ing so plainly that it could not be mis- 
understood the undemocratic and revolu- 
tionary spirit which dominated the move- 
ment. In this we were successful. The 
Democratic mask was pretty effectually 
removed from the face of the Populism 
which had forced itself for the time being 
into a position of control. That was all 
that the sound-money Democrats could hope 
to accomplish, and that they did effectually 
and unselfishly. 

“There never has been in any party con- 
vention such a vigorous declaration of in- 
dependence as was exhibited at Chicago 
when 254 delegates refused to participate in 
the selection of candidates. 

A New and Important Crisis. 

“What should have been the next step 
in the fight for the preservation of Na- 
tional honor and sound finance? We had 
suddenly come upon a new and a very 
great crisis—-one that called for'the sink- 
ing of partisanship’and the union of sound- 
money men to rescue the country from dis- 
aster. Hundreds of thousands of Demo- 
crats stood ready to declare themselves 
upon that issue, and were ready to subordi- 
nate everything, even to voting for the Re- 
publican candidate. What was the duty of 
the hour? Clearly, it was one that de- 
volved upon the Republican Party and its 
candidates. There should have been an 
immediate recognition of a new situation, 
and the Republicans should have been the 
first to welcome sound-money Democrats 
to a non-partisan union, subordinating all 
other things to this question of National 
honor. 

“It was a new issue. It dwarfed all 
others. An opportunity was offered to 
fight for the established institutions of the 
country; the fundamental things that un- 
derly party differences—law and order, Na- 
tional honor, common honesty, the integ- 
city of the courts—all such things with- 
out which we do not exist as a Nation at 
all. A single glimpse at the Chicago plat- 
form and at the spectacle of one-third of 
the Democratic Party in open revolt should 
have been enough to have shown them 
instantly the necessity of a new alignment 
of parties upon non-partisan lines. No 
greater opportunity for patriotic action was 
ever offered a party. and it has all been 
thrown away.

Lives and Property Destroyed in 
Washingten and British Columbia. 


SEATTLE, Washington, July 23.—Forest 
fires last night destroyed the logging camp 
of W. M. Clothier & Son, at Central Sta- 
tion, on the Bellingham Bay and the Brit- 
ish Columbia Railway. The loss is esti- 
mated at $20,000. The entire country nerth 
of here is in flames. The flames are gradu- 
ally working toward Whatcom. 

SPOKANE, Washington, July 23.—A strong 
wind has been blowing from the east for 
the last twenty-four hours, ciearing the 
atmosphere of smoke, but in the mountains 
to the north the breeze has been the means 
of fanning the forest fires into raging walls 
of flame, which are sweeping across the 
mountains and down into the valleys with 
teFrible rapidity. 

Word received from Kaslo and points 
along the Arrow Lakes in British Colum- 
bia is to the effect that the high wind has 
fanned the smoldering embers into fresh 
blazes, and where the miners thought they 
were safe, the fire having passed over 
them, they find themselves surrounded by 
flames. lin some cases escape is almost 
impossible. 

Kossiand, B. C., 1s in danger. All citi- 
zens of the town are out in the hills trying 
to prevent the fire from reaching their 
homes. Cabins within four miles of the 
town have been burned. 

_VANCOUVER, B. C., July 23.—Along the 
Northern Railway, between Whatcom and 
Goshen, bush fires have burned many farm 
buildings. At Vancouver last night there 
were two fires, caused by sparks from 
the bush fires, a house and steamer being 
hurned. Unless rain comes svon, large 
tracts of timber along the Fraser River will 
be destroyed. 

Victoria, B. C., July 23.—The southern 
half of Vancouver Island has not seen 
clear atmosphere for several days, owing to 
immense bush fires everywhere raging, caus- 
ing uammense damuge lo pruperty ana mak- 
ing travel on country roads extremely dan- 
gerous. ‘the worst reporis of damage 
reached this city from Alberni Jasi night. 
That city is surrounded by an immense 
fire, which has taken entire possession of 
Mineral Hill, a wealthy section. The flames 
have destroyed all bu‘jiings in the buke 
of York mine, China Creek, and are now 
within two or three miles of town, having 
bu:ined numerous camps, bridges, &c. 

Women and children had to be Kept under 
the pip.ng of hydraulic mines and drencned 
with waier to prevent them from being 
scorched. The damage to property thus 
far is estimated at over $50U,0uU, and the 
loss on burned timber will reach well into 
the miliions. 





FOUND DEAD IN CENTRAL PARK, 


John Pavejio Shot Himself—Cause of 


Kleindicks’s Benth Not Known. 

Two men were found dead in Central 
Park yesterday. One of them committed 
suicide by shcoting himself, and the other’s 
death was apparently due to natura! 
causes. 

A Park policeman heard a pistol shot 
about 6 o’clock P. M. in the neighbeorhood 
of McGowan’s Pass Tavern. On making 
an investigation he found a man lying 
dead about 200 yards from the tavern, 
There was a bullet hole in the man’s right 
temp:-e. and from it blcod was flowing free- 
ly. A revoiver was in his right hand, 

In the dead man’s pocket wag a letter 
in Italian, addressed to hig sister, Mrs. 
Constante Crovatte, at 118 Macdougal 
Street, and signed ‘**.chn Pazejio.”"” He aiso 
had an envelove addressed to John Puzejio. 
He was about thirty years old. At the 
Macdougal Street house neither Pazejio nor 
his sister was known, 

The other man was found dead about 8 
o’clock. in the morning, and was identified 
in the evening as Walter Meyer Kicindicks

EVERY VOTE FOR GOLD STANDARD. 





Building and Loan National Conyen- 
tion for Honest Dollars, 


PHILADELPHIA, July 23.—The second day’s 
session of the United States League of Lce- 
cal Buiiding and Loan Aggscela.jons wap de- 
voted almost entirely to the reading cf pa- 
pers. 

The sentiment of the convention on the 
money question was unmistakably shown 


just before adjournment. The following 
resolution was offered: 


The United States League of Local Lean and 
Building Associations by thei delegates jn con- 
vention assembled: 

First—That it is the sense of this meeting 

that the interests of all shareholders of buijd- 
ing and.loan associations in the United States 
demand that the present standard of values, 
upon which our monetary system has been based 
since the resumption of specie payments in 
1879, shall remain unchallenged and inviolate, 
» Second—That we believe that the interests of 
every class in the community and especially 
those of the great wege earning class, im- 
peratively demand that every dollar in circula- 
tion, whether coin or paper, shall be equal in 
purehasing power, and therefore equal in value 
to every other. 

Third—That patriotism demands that the dol- 
lar bearing the mint mark of the United States 
shall be the equal of the dollar of the most 
advanced nations, and entitled to full faith 
and credit all over the world, and to that end 
it must be maintained froe from all suspicion, 
debasement, or repudiation. 

The reading of the resolution was greeted 
with prolonged cheers, and a number of 
delegates spoke enthusiastically in favor 
of the gold standard. When the vote was 
taken every delegate voted ‘‘ Aye!” 

The association adjourned to meet in 
Detrojt next year.

GOLD FOR THE TREASURY 





MORE THAN $20,000,600 PLEDGED BY 
NEW-YORK BANKS, 


Suceess of the Movement Begun by 
FX. D. the 
the 


Tappen to Restore 


Reserve—Three-guarters of 
Amount Already Turned Over to 
Assistant Treasurer Jordan—Rate 
of Foreign Exchange Reduced as 


Result of Mr. Morgan's Action. 


More than $20,000,000 in gold has been 
pledged to the Sub-Treasury by the New- 
York banks, and three-quarters of the 
amount has been actually turned over to 
Assistant Treasurer Jordan. These two 
facts caused President F. D. Tappen of 


the Gallatin Bank to feel particularly cheer- 
ful yesterday. Ags the pioneer of the move- 
ment to restore the Treasury gold reserve, 
Mr. Tappen is entitled to feel cheerful. 

The work has been done thoroughly, and 
the result exceeds the expectations of Mr. 
Tappen and his most hopeful associates. 
Nearly every National bank in this city 
was invited to join in the movement, and 
very few declined. Two of the largest trust 
companies also came forward with portions 
of their gold supply. 

Up to the close of business at the Sub- 
Treasury yesterday there had been depos- 
ited by the bankers, in gold coin, gold 
certificates, and Assay Office checks—which 
are practically gold—the gross amount of 
$15,755,000, which increased the Treasury 
gold reserve to about $102,000,000. Follow- 
ing is a list of the contributions:

In thc meantime the banking 
houses represented on the committee will 
ship no gold. Such gold as was withdrawn 
from the Sub-Treasury yesterday was for 
Canadian account and for domestic use. 

While the deposits of bank gold in the 
Sub-Treasury, and the anti-gold export pol- 
icy pursued by the foreign exchange bank- 
ers have aroused a better feeling in financial 
circles, the political situation continues to 
act as a disturbing element in the stock 
market. For a wh.le there was a decided 
weakness in securities yesterday, because 
of the noiion that a Populistio and silver 
indorsement would strengthen Brvan’s 
chances of election. The tendency of prices 
was downward during the last hour’s trad- 
ing in the Stock Exchange, and almost ev- 
ery stock on the list closed a trifle lower 
than on the day before.

CHICAGO RESPONDS NOBLY, 


Her Bankers Will Add from Ten to 
Fifteen Millions to the Reserve. 


Cuicaco, July 23.—At a meeting of repre- 
sentatives of all the Chicago banks, held in 
the Chicago Clubhouse this afternoon, it was 
agreed to co-operate with the New-York 
bankers in their plan to sustain the gold 
reserve in the National eye 

The amount of gold to be subscribed- by 
the local banks will be between $10,000,000 
and $15,000,000. Every banker at the meet- 
ing was of the opinion that the needs of the 
ene demanded instant attention and 
relief. 

Immediately after the decision was 
reached to place Chicago gold at the dis- 
posal of the Government, a telegram to that 
effect was sent to Secretary Carlisle. Some 
of the bankers were unable to state the 
amount which could be subscribed by their 
banks, but to-morrow the total amount 
will be exactly known and the gold will be 
-deposited, 


The Subscription in Boston, 
Boston, July 23.—The Boston banks have 
subscribed $1,882,000 for the gold reserve. 


It is expected that several banks which 
have not yet made known their intentions 
will swell the subscription to $2,000,000,

The single taxers applied to the Mayor 
and Council of Dover for permission to 
hold meetings on the public streets, but 
the Mayor and the Council have not seen 
fit to grant such permission. The single 
taxers have determined to insist upon the 
right of free speech by holding such meet- 
ings. It is now a case of open war be- 
tween the single-tax advocates and the au- 
thorities of Dover. The single taxers de- 
clare that they will fill the Dover jail, and 
the advocates of Henry George’s theory 
are volunteering from all parts of the coun- 
try for this service. 

They claim they are not violating any 
ordinance, creating no disturbance, nor 
impeding the streets, that the authorities 
are merely persecuting them because of 
their advocacy of the single tax, and they 
intend to push the fight to the bitter end. 
Other speakers will take the platform, 
among whom is a- colored preacher, who 
declares his willingness to go to jail in 
order to sustain the right of free speech.

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SHOCK FOR THE ACTING MAYOR.

FORGER FROM GERMANY CAUGHT. 


Arrested by U. 8S. Marshals While 
Leaving the Steamer Spree. 


Georg Grothausen, formerly bookkeeper 
for the firm of Brendel & Lowig, dealers in 
lamp fixtures, in Berlin, was arrested by 
Deputy United States Marshii Bernhard 
yesterday as he was leaving the steamship 
Spree, which had just arrived from Bre- 
men. Grothausen is wanted by the Berlin 
authorities on a charge of having forged 
drafts and receipts to a  constderable 
amount, the specified sums mentioned in 
the application for his extradition being 
7,500 and 735 marks. He confessed his gullit 
when arraigned before United States Com- 
missioner Lyman, and was committed to 


the custody of the Marshal, pending the ar- 
rival of extradition papers from Washing- 
ton.

DIDN’T GET HIS BRAVERY MEDAL. 


Rescued His Guidon, but Didn’t Know 
His Country Had Honored Him, 


Mount Vernon, N. Y., July 23.—Richard 
Beddows of 51 North High Street has just 
learned that he was awarded a medal many 
years ago for bravery at the battle of Spott- 
sylvania, May 13, 1864. 

Mr. Beddows is a member of Farnsworth 
Post, G. A. R. He is fifty-two years old. 
He applied a few weeks ago for a pension, 
and a Government clerk, in looking up his 
record, found that a bronze medal had been 
awarded him for bravery. The award was 
accompanied by the following statement: 

“This soldier brought his guidon away 
in safety under a heavy fire, and after his 
horse became unmanageable from the burst- 
ing of a shell.”” The medal had not been 
forwarded to Mr. Beddows through sone 
oversight or because his address was not 
known. 

Mr. Beddows enlisted in the Thirty-fourth 
New-York Light Artillery in 1861. He 
passed muster, though he was but seventeen 
years of age. He served nearly four years.

A Stubborn Contst. 
contesiced case was 
that from Illinois. ‘ommittee on Cre- 
dentials had Cook

Darrow, the lawyer who defended Debs, 
spoke for the majority report, and Jerry 
Simpson was the chief spokesman for the 
minority, that appeared to have all the ar- 
gument. A roli call by States was neces- 
Sary to settle the cass. It was conducted 
in a bungling manner. Instead of taking 
the auestion by yeas a2d4 nays on the mi- 
nority report, delegates: voted for the ma- 
jority report or for tre minority report. 
The majority report preva‘ied by a vote of 
665 to 642. This was not a test of the rela- 
tive strength of the Bryam men and the ad- 
vocates of a ‘straight Pojulist ticket. 

There was an interminable fuss about 
correcting the vote, anotler disorderly de- 
monstration by dozens of men, who fran- 
tically insisted upon making points of order 
té vex the Chair, and much waste of time 
in applause of nothing in particular. At 
length the report of the majority was 
adopted, and after slight attention to the 
cases, the committee’s report was about 
cleared up. A man from Wisconsin, who 
aad been turned down, created a little 
breeze of excitemert in arguing against 
his own exclusion by declaring that if 
seated he would vote for Bryan. The ‘ap- 
peal created applause, but it did not save 
the appellant. 

The Fight for Chairman, 


Lafe Pence, evidently primed for the 
work, at 6:30 o’clock demanded the report 
of the Committee on Permanent Organiza- 
tion. Having obtained the floor, he cheek- 
ily declared that he would yield it to the 
Committee on Permanent Organization, and 
to none other. This extraordinary demand 
was upheld by the acting Chairman. It 
was laughable, but it brought the report, 
and along with its arrival Senator Allen 
made his appearance in a seat back of the 
Chairman’s desk, as if he were confident 
that he would be a winner in the contest 
ahcut to be precipitated. 

Twv distinct and tumultuous dewonstra- 
tions followed the report of the majority, 
naming Senator Allen as permanent Chair- 
man, and the proposition of the minority, 
offering James E. Campion of Maine as his 
opponent. Some of the signatures to the 
minority report were repudiated by the men 
whose names had been used; but that ir- 
regularity did not make a deep impression, 
The shouting for Campion was prolonged 
for a greater period than that for Allen, 
and the “ middle-of-the-road’’ men copied 
the Bryan tactics at Chicago, organizing a 
walk around the hall with straight-ticket 
banners and the signposts for States, and 
it began to look as though the straight-outs 
were in the majority. 

Darkness had about settled down over the 
hail when the roll-call was ordered. The 
confusion was frightful. Delegates were 
standing up in groups, canvassing the vote 
to be vast. Men from all parts of the hal} 
were asking for information. The repeat- 
ers, shouting out statements passed from 
the desk, were acting as Assistant Chair. 
men, mentors, and Sergeants at Arms, and 
they were dealing with men as crazy as any 
out of bedlam. Pestered by a tangle of 
motions, Chairman Butler was in a maze, 
not knowing what to say or how to proceed. 
Candles were brought in to light up the 
desks of some of the newspaper men. An 
announcement was made that the hall 
would have to be cleared before the electric 
lights could be lighted. Everything was at 
a standstill, when suddenly the are light 
flashed up, and with a cheer the convention 
resumed balloting. 


Wild Demonstration of Joy.

THE CONVENTION AT WORK AGAIN 


Morning Session Used Up in Waiting 
for Committee Heports—Enier- 
tained by the Band. 


Sr. Louis, July 23.—The Populist Conven- 
tion began its second day’s work at 10:10 
o'clock this. morning. As soon as Tempo- 
rary Chairman Butler had called the con- 
vention to order, he invited the Rev. Mr. 
Smith to pray. Mr. Smith prayed, “ May 
harmony, unity, graternity, and patriotism 
characterize all its proceedings to-day.” 

The Chairman called for the report of the 
Committee on Credentials, but that com- 
mittee was unprepared to report. It was 
ordered that it have more time. The roll of 
States was called then for the names of the 
Committeemen on Organization, Resolu- 
tions, and Notification of Nominees. That 
operation was slow and occupied much 
time. 

Took Of Their Conts and Vests. 


While it was going on more of the dele- 
gates took advantage of the opportunity to 
lay aside their coats and vests, for the heat 
was oppressive, and most of them fanned 
themselves with palm fans, hats, and par- 
tially folded newspapers. The Kansas dele- 
gates were conspicuous by the use of fans 
emblazoned with the golden sunflower. 

Among the persons on the platform was 
Jesse Harper of Kansas; who is said to 
have nominated Abraham Lincoln for the 
Presidency at Chicago in 1860. Senator 
Stewart of Nevada also was on the piat- 
form, seated between Senators Allen of 
Nebraska and Kyle of South Dakota—ail 
three strong advocates of the indorsement 
of Bryan and Sewall. 

The only addition to the so-called decora- 
tions of the hall since yesterday was a 
somewhat novel design of the silver dollar 
of ihe future, printed on a strip of white 
muslin, which was hung over the balus- 
trade to the gallery back of the stage. This 
bore the heading ‘‘ Independence, 
l‘reedom, and Prosperity.’’ 

The names of the proposed committeemen 
having all been sent in; the Permanent Or- 
ganization Committee was requested by the 
Chairman to retire for consultation. 


Middle-of-the-Roead Wnthusiasm. 


While the call of committeemen was go- 
ing on there was a sudden outburst of 
cheering all over the hall. It was caused 
by the irruption of a small party of Texas 
delegates, headed by twe men bearing a 
banner inscribed ‘“ Middle of the Road; 
Straight Populist Ticket.’’ 

The majority of delegates arose and 
cheered and shouted and waved hats and 
fans, and the spectators in the gallery 
joined ‘in the shouts and cheering. 

From the gailery behind the stand a 
flight of blue cards descended, on which 





Was printed a financial plank, proposed for 


the middle-of-the-road people by three of 
the Arkansas delegates—George M. Jackson, 
J. W. Rollison, and Isaac M. McCracker. 
This plank is in these words: 

We demand a National Treasury note issued by 
the General Government receivable for all public 
dues and a full legal tender in payment of all 
debts, public and private, and loaned direct to 
the people through postal and other Governmental 
banks at cost, for the benefit of the people. And 
the purchase and coinage of such amount of gold 


be necessary to pay the debts of the Government, 


| which are made payable in coin. 


We demand that the volume of money shall 
speedily increase to an amount necessary to trans- 


| act the business of the country en a eash basis. 


After half an hour’s retirement of the 
Ccmmittee on Permanent Organization’ for 
consultation, a message was rezeived from 
it, stating that committeemen from nine 
States were absent. The Chairman an- 
nounced the fact to the convention, and 
requested the absentees to report imme- 
diately in the committee room. 

The Committee on Platform, at 11:35 
o’clock, left the convention to meet at the 
Lindell Hotel, 

Weleome to Debs. 

Eugene Debs entered the convention and 
Was greeted with applause. 

While the convention was waiting pa- 
tiently for some ccmmittee to report, it 
was entertained by the band -vith a musical 
medley of National and popular airs, but, as 
usual, “ Dixie’? was the only tune that 
awoke enthusiasm, 

A motion was made by Delegate. Craw- 
ford ‘of Kansas that the delegates to the 
silver convention be admitted on the pres- 
entation of their badges, 

The motion was greeted with hisses and 
shouts of *‘ No!”’ It was modified by mak- 
ing it apply only to the galleries, iut the 
Sergeant at Arms interposed the objection 
that all the seats in the galleries were 
assigned on tickets issued, and that be- 
sides there were counterfeit badges cut. 

The Chairman ruled the motion cut of or- 

on the ground that it would violate 
>» contract made with the business men 
of St. Louis. The ruling was applauded. 

A motion was made for an inquiry as to 
why there was so much delay in presenting 
the report of the Committee on Organiza- 
tion, but a member of the committee said 
that the report was being typewritten, and 
would be presented as soon as possibie. 

Mr. Washburne of Massachuse:ts offered 
the following resolution: 

Whereas, We are all Populists and deprecate 
an attack which has appeared in some of the 
newspapers that there is a disposition on the part 
of any portion of this convention to refuse to 
abide by the action of the convention; therefore, 

Resolved, That we repudiate all such utter- 
ances as a reflection upon the fidelity of the mem- 
bers of this convention to the People’s Party. 
Strong opposition developed to this mo- 
tion on the part of delegates from the 
Southern States, and the point of order was 
made that, the convention not being per- 
manently organized, it was out of order. 


A Parliameatary Tangle, 


This was followed by a number of mo- 
tions, and the Chair became involved in 
a hopeless parliamentary tangle, from 
which he finally extricated himself by de- 
claring the motion tabled. 

A motion to take a recess until 2 o’clock 
met a similar fate, although it was stated 


that the Committee on Credentials would 
not be ready to report until that hour. 

Other motions to take recess were voted 
down or ruled out of order in most eccentric 
fashion, without regard to parliamentary 
law, and then a song was given by a Mr. 
Phillips of Missouri, amid cries of ‘* Loud- 
er” and “Sit down,” and derisive cheers 
which drowned the singer’s voice. 

A motion to take a recess until 8 o’clock 
finally was successful, and the temporary 
Chairman at 12:45 declared the convention 
adiourned until that hour. 





GETTING READY TO DO BUSINESS 


Disposition of Centests and Election 
eof Permanent Officsrs — Queer 
Parliamentary Tactics, 


St. Lovis, July 23.—When the convention 
reassembled, the Committee on Credentials 
was still unprepared to report, and the 
services of the band had to he called into 
requisition again to fill up the tedious time 
of waiting. 

It was 3:30 o’clock when Chairman But- 
ler called the convention to order, and 
stated that the Committee on Credentials 
was prepared to make a partial report. 
Thereupon, Mr. Wardell of California, 
Chairman of the committee, came to the 
stand and submitted a majority report, 
recommending that the delegates be recog- 
nized in all the uncontested cases; that in 
the cases of the first seven Illinois Con- 
gressional districts, both contestants end 
‘contestees be seated, with the right to cast 
half votes, and that, in the case of Colo- 
rado, the delegates known as the Patter- 
son delegates, be seated and cast the full 
vote of the State. Minority reports, the 
Chairman stated, would be submitted in 
these casas. 

That report for the admission ef the 
delegates whose seats were uncontested 
was agreed to. 

The Illinois Contest. 

Mr. Patterson of Colorado said the reason 

why it was desired to take up the Colo- 


rado case first was because this as the 
only case where a whole State delegation 
was contested, and Colorado had forty-five 
good Populists who desired to be heard. The 
Colorado gase was taken up, and a sas 
delegate moved that the Patterson dele- 
gates be seated. 

Under a rule passed at the morning ses- 
sion, men were stationed in the hall to the 
right and left of the Chafr to repeat in 
audible tones the various motions and ques- 
tions, and this rather novel and eccentric 
mode of “ re’ :’ was put in execution

Mr. Moran of Nebraska moved the adop- 
tion of the minority report, and Mr. Den- 
ning of Virginia moved the adoption of the 
majority report. Fifteen minutes on each 
side was allowed for the discussion of the 
Illinois case—the question being first on the 
adoption of the minority report. 


A “Certain Element” in Chicago. 

Mr. Palmer of Illinois opened the discus- 
sion in support of the minority report and 
in favor of seating the Taylor delegates. 
The contestants, he said, did not represent 
the People’s Party of Cook County, but 
represented a certain element in Chicago. 
He declared that the case had not been 


decided on its merits by the Committee on 
Credentials. 

Some delegate intimated that the “ cer- 
tain element in Chicago”’ alluded to by Mr. 
Palmer was the anarchistic element, but 
Mr. Palmer disavowed making any such 
charge. 

The majority report was defended by Mr. 
C. L. Darrow of Illinois, the lawyer who de- 
fended Debs. He said he would make no 
insinuations where he dared to state no 
facts. The case, he declared, had been con- 
sidered carefully last night by the Commit- 
tee on Credentials,‘and the decision of the 
committee was an honest anda fairone. No 
one had yet been heard to give a reason 
why that decision should not stand. 

Jerry Simpson of Kansas spoke in favor of 
the minority report. He declared that the 
majority had made no decision as to the 
equities of the case, but had simply _rec- 
ommendéd to give both sets seats. That 
was not just. That was compromise. If the 
Taylor delegates were entitled to the seats, 
they should have them, and. if the contest- 
ants were entitled to seats, they should 
have them. 


Frieudly to Both Sides. 


The majority report was advocated by 
Mr. Norton of Chicago, although he said 
he was in the position of the preacher who, 
when asked why he did not preach sermons 
upon heaven, said, ‘‘ Well, brethren, I have 
friends in both places, and do not want to 
say anything against them.” So in this 
case both the contestants and contestees 
were his friends, and the best way was to 


seat both sets, as proposed, and give them 
half votes. 

Mr. Maxwell, Chairman of the State Com- 
mittee of Illinois, advocated the minority 
report and gave a sketch of the difficulty 
between the two factions in Cook County, 
saying that politics in Chicago was more 
peculiar than anywhere else on the Ameri- 
can continent except in the City of New- 
York. 

Mr. Haight of West Virginia, a member 
of the Committee on Credentials, defended 
the majority report and declared it the 
best thing that could be done for the Pop- 
ulist Party in the State of Illinois. The vote 
was then taken on the minority report, 
which declared that the Taylor delegates 
were entitled to the seats, the roll of States 
being called on the question. 

The vote was taken in the most extraor- 
dinary manner. Instead of voting yea or 
nay on the question before them—the 
adoption of the minority report—most of the 
delegations voted upon both reports at the 
same time. In this hap-hazard way the 
a of the convention was reached as fol- 
ows: 

For the minority report seating the Taylor dele- 
gates from Cook County, 642 votes. 

lor the majority report seating both delegations 
with a half vote to each delegate, 665 votes. 

This result was announced by Mr. Wash- 
burn of Illinois, who had relieved Chairman 
Butler, amid a scene of great confusion, It 
was stated by the Chair, in reply to a ques- 
tion, that the Illinois delegations had voted 
on their own case, though no one had heard 
Illinois called. It was disclosed incidentally 
during the roll call that the vote of Lou- 
isiana had been increased by the Committee 
on Credentials from fifteen to thirty-two 
without any report being made in regard 
thereto. 


Representation by States. 


The roll call also gave public information 
for the first time of the number of votes 
assigned each State under the elastic rules 
of the convention. The voting strength of 
each State was as follows: ;

When the Secretary recapitulated the 
vote, some of the figures were found to 
have been changed from the original an- 
nouncements, the Secretary stating that 
this had been done at the request of the 
delegations before the result was pro- 
claimed.

The challenge eventually was withdrawn 
and the majority report was declared 
adopted, seating both delegrsiicns from Cook 
County. The vote having been aurcunced, 
the Illinois delegates withdrew frum con- 
sultation.

Bryan Men Shout. 


As soon as the vote was announced the 
Bryan section of the convention broke out 
into a wild shout of triumph, delegates 
standing up and vociferating and waving 
hats and fans, and again a procession of 
guidon bearers took up the march through 
the convention hall, yelling demoniacally. 


The band took part in the performance 
with the strains of “‘ Hail Columbia,” and 
other patriotic airs. 

This Bedlamitish uproar, which even the 
singing of the Doxology by a score of en- 
thusiasts did not affect, lasted over ten 
minutes, and did not cease until after there 
were shouts for the police, caused by a dis- 
pute about seats among the members of 
the Illinois delegation. 

Some degree of order was restored at

A LONG TALK ABOUT GOLD BUGS, 


Chairman Allen Frees His Mind 
Tickles His Audience—He Is 
for Bryan.

Sr. Lovis, July 23,—Senator Allen was 
escorted to the chair by Lafe Pence, “ Cy- 
clone’’ Davis; and Ignatius Donnelly, and 
was greeted with cheers. He then ad- 
dressed the convention. He returned thanks 
to the convention for its confidence and 
esteem. He said he would have preferred 
to act as a simple delegate, but it had been 
thought proper by a portion of the dele- 
gates to nominate him as permanent Presi- 
dent, and he had consented, in perhaps an 
evil hour, that his name might be used. 

They were all Populists, he said. He had 
read in a St. Louis paper yesterday—a pa- 
per Supposed to be in the McKinley and gold- 
standard interest—that the Populist Con- 
vention was preparing to die, but if the 
editor of that paper had witnessed the 


soul-stirring scenes of patriotism in the 
convention to-night he must have changed 
his opinion. 


Chains of Industrial Slavery. 


Mr. Allen then remarked that during and 
after the Rebellion the go:d power of Eu- 
rope, aided by its agents in the United 
States, had fastened the chains of indus- 
trial slavery on the people of the United 
States, which it would take Americans a 
generation to strike off. It was a part of 


the mission of Populists to free the people 
from sectional prejudices. If any suspicion 
existed anywhere that there would be a 
bolt in the convention, it was a great mis- 
take. Every delegation, from Maine to 
Texas, would bow to the will of the con- 
vention. . 

No doubt there was hope in Wall Street 
that this great convention would split to 
pieces, and that the People’s Party would 
be absorbed in the Republican Party. Min- 
ions of Wall Street could have been found 
in St. Louis during the whole week. They 
had gone to the hotels at night wearing 
badges and falsely pretending to be dele- 
gates. These men were the purchased chat- 
tels of the British gold power. 

When the convention should have spoken 
its will, when it should have named the 
next President of the United States [cheers] 
those creatures, who prowled around like 
jackals around a graveyard, would slip 
away without any fruit of victory on their 
part, 

There were banners with the device, 
“Keep in the Middle of the Road. Mr. 
Allen said *“‘ Amen” to that. He not only 
wanted to keep in the middle of the road, 
but he wanted the Populists to take the 
whole of the road. 

“We never want,” Mr. Allen shouted, “ to 
get in that stupid attitude where we stand 
so closely in the middle of the road that 
the procession would pass us. Let us put 
our men in the middle of the road. Let us 
put them on either side of the road, and 
let us grow so strong, so powerful, so nu- 
merous that we will force the two old 
parties into the field outside of the road.’ 


McKinley and Napoleon, 


Senator Allen paid his compliments to the 
Republican candidate for the Presidency, 
speaking of him as “ the modern Napoleon, 
whose sole resemblance to the genuine 
Bonaparte was the fact that he wears a 
hat of the vintage of 120 years ago. 

The great Napoieon had made mistakes in 
his Spanish and Russian campaigns, and 
had gone down at Waterloo before Well- 
ington, who was not then famous as a 
General, but who was known afterward as 

Iron Duke. 
the What,” asked Allen, “is to become of 
this ong tt Napoelon, this Napoleon of 
Canton, o?” 

McKinley had made two mistakes also, 
one when he declared that ay ay and 
relief could come to the people by doubling 
the tax on imported articles. According to 
the logic of the modern Napoleon, when one 
was carrying a burden of 200 pounds, the way 
to lessen that burden was to increase it to 
400 pounds, and where one was paying an 
average tax of $2 a head, the way to lessen 
that burden was to increase it to $4. 

The genuine Napoleon made a_ mistake 
when he met Wellington and the allied 
forces at Waterloo. ‘‘ Somewhere in this 
broad land,’ Senator Allen continued, 
“either in the East, or in the South, or in 
the North, or on the great plains of the 
Northwest, is to be found a Wellington who 
will overthrow this modern Napoleon in 
November next.” 


Critical Time for Populists, 


Senator Allen said the party was now at 
the most critical point in its history. Be- 
fore he left Washington persons in official 
life there had asked him to use his influ- 
ence to keep the Populists in the middle of 
the road.

It was a little suspicious, Mr. Allen re- 
marked, when Carlisle and John Sherman 
came together—a little suspicious when 
one saw the great and good Deacon Dana 
and Herr Most together—a little suspicious 
when “ his Excellency Mr. Cleveland ”’ said 
that upon the result of this convention 
might depend whether he would or would 
not become a candidate for a third term. 

Continuing his catechism, Mr. Allen said: 

“Do you want income tax? [‘‘ Yes,’”’ and 
“No,” and confusion.}] Do you want men 


in executive office to ‘appoint a few 
more Shirases upon the Supreme bench? 
{Loud cries of ‘‘ No.’’] Do you want men 
in favor of Government ownership of 
railroads? [‘* Yes,’’ and loud cheers.] If you 
had to tuke your choice between this and 
a man opposed to all these, which would 
you take? [Cries of ‘‘ Bryan” and many 
expressions of dissent, one delegate shout- 
ing: ‘“‘ We don’t want a Democrat.’’] 
Continuing, Mr. Allen said: 


Not Disposed to Dictate. 


I am not advocating any choice for you to 
make. If by putting a third ticket in the field you 
would defeat free coinage; defeat the withdrawal 
of National bank notes; defeat Government own- 
ership of railroa and telegraphs, defeat the 
income tax, and fasten on the people gold mono- 
metallism and high taxes for ten years to come, 
would you do it? [A voice: ‘‘ Bryan!’’] It is 
your choice to make—not mine. 

When I go back to Nebraska I want to be able 
to say that all of those great doctrines which 
we have preached for years are now made possi- 
ble by your action. I do not want to have to say 
that the Populist Party was stupid, was blind, 
kept in the middle of the road, and missed its 
opportunity. 

In some further remarks Senator Allen 
was interrupted by questions from a critic 
in the gallery as to a former speech, which 
brought down. cries of disapproval from del- 
egates on the floor and which seemed to 
give some annoyance to the Senator. When 
ne resumed his speech, he touched on the 
necessity of yielding in deference to the 
majority. It was said, he remarked, that 
the Populists knew nothing, that they did 
not know enough to hold their convention. 

** We will fool them this time,’’ somebody 
shouted, and to'this Mr. Allen replied: 

Yes, we will fool them; we will stand together 
whether we know much or little. We may not be 
equipped with the intellect of some of them, but 
we are equipped with better hearts. Mr. Whit- 
ney and Gov. Hill and Senator Smith went to 
Chicago on a campaign. of education, but they 
went back with it unopened. It is unknown 
whether that education was embraced in barrels 
or in boxes. 


Campaign of Education. 


We are to have a campaign of education this 
Fall, and some say that it will cost $5,000,000 to 
carry the election for McKinley. and Hobart. 
They think they can buy you, (Voices, ‘‘ They 
cannot.’’) 

Senator Allen then expressed the opinion 
that he had ertertained the convention 
sufficiently, and asked ‘‘ What is your pleas- 
ure?” 

Senator Butler moved the appointment of 
a committee of twenty-five delegates to con- 
fer to-night or to-morrow morning with a 
Conference Committee of the silver con- 
vention, whose ‘“‘ honored President’’ now 
occupies a seat on the platform. (Shouts of 
“No! No! Adjourn."’) 

Mr. Branch of Georgia moved to lay the 
motion on the table. That motion was 
voted down, and Senator Butler’s motion 
was agreed to. 

Mr. Burnham of Iowa offered a resolution 
for the appointment of a committee of one 
delegate from each State to consider and 
report in what manner the People’s Party 
can co-operate with other parties on the 
question of free coinage of silver. Referred 
to the Committee on Rules. 

The report of the Committee on Rules was 
presented and read, but without acting on it 
the convention at 10:08 o’clock adjourned 
till to-morrow morning at 10 o'clock. 


TWO PLANKS IN READINESS 





Indorsement of the Chicago Free-Sil- 
ver Declaration—A Demand for 
Direct Legislation. 


St. Lovis, July 23.—The sub-committee of 
the Populists’ Committee on Resolutions, 
appointed this morning by Chairman Weav- 
er to prepare a platform, was in session all 
the afternoon and until late in the evening. 
Many of the proposed planks caused con- 
siderable discussion and some opposition 


among those disposed to insist upon a rad- 
ical declaration of principles. Especially 
was this the case in respect to the financial 
plank. 

““Gen.”’ Coxey cf Ohio, reinforced by Je- 
rome C. Kearby of Texas, urged the adop- 
tion of Coxey’s non-interest-bearing bond 
scheme, but they were outvoted. They de- 
clared their intention of submitting a mi- 
nority report to the full committee. Gen. 
Weaver, Chairman of the committee, stated 
that the platform would be better than that 
adopted at Omaha, and would omit the rad- 
icalism that found expression in that de- 
liverance. 

The various sub-committees met late to- 
night for the purpose of putting their 
planks into a harmonious whole. The 
preamble will reaffirm the declarations of 
the Omaha platform. The financial plank, 
as reported to the full committee, and as it 
will be reported to the convention to-mor- 
row, is as follows: 

First—We demand a National currency, safe 
and sound, issuéd by the General Government 
only, a full Jegal tender for all debts, public and 
private, and receivable for all debts due the Gov- 
ernment, and that without the use of banking 
corporations; a just, equitable, and efficient 
means of distribution direct to the people through 
the lawful disbursements of the Government. 

Second—We demand the free and unrestricted 
coinage of silver and gold at the present legal 
ratio of 16 to 1 by the United States, and that 
without awaiting the consent of foreign nations. 

Third—We demand that the volume of the cir- 
culating medium be speedily increased to an 
amount sufficient to meet the demands of the 
business and population of this country, and to 
restore the level of prices, labor, and production, 
and thereby re-establish the prosperity and hap- 
piness of the people. 

Fourth—We denounce the Democratic and Re- 
publican policies that seek to enslave our people 
by the issuance of interest-bearing United States 
bonds to be sold on English and foreign markets, 
and steadfastly adhere to an American policy that 
will produce revenues sufficient to maintain legiti- 
mate and economic expenses. 

Fifth—We demand such legislation as will pre- 
vent the demonetization of the lawful money of 
the United States by private contract. 

Sixth—We demand that the Government in pay- 
ment of its obligations shall use its option as to 
the kind of lawful money in which it shall pay 
them, and we denounce the present and preceding 
Administrations for surrendering this option to 
the holders of Government obligations. 

Seventh—We demand a proper income tax to 
the end that aggregated wealth shall bear its 
just proportion of taxation. 

Eighth—We demand that postal savings banks 
be established by the Government for the safe dé- 
posit of the savings of the people, and to facili- 
tate exchange. : 

The direct legislation plank is as follows: 

We hold that all Governments derive their just 
powers from the consent of the governed, and in 
order that the consent of the governed may be 
ascertained, are in favor of direct legislation under 
proper Constitutional safeguards so that the citi- 
zens shall have-the right of initiating, framing, 
and proposing laws, and of compelling the sub- 
mission thereof, 2nd of all important laws, 
whether proposed by National, State, or local 
Legislatures, to a direct’ vote of the people for 
their approval or rejection. _ 

The preamble was discussed in committee 
for upward of an hour. A number of prop- 
ositions were submitted, and it required 
careful generaiship on the part of Gen. 
Weaver, the committee’s leading spirit, te 
weld this mass of raw material into a 
prelude that was neither too long nor too 
radical. This preambie will reaffirm the 
adherence of the convention to the princi- 

tes of the People’s Party as enunciated at 

maha July 4, 1892; will declare that the 
two old parties have brought the country 
to financial ruin; calls attention to the 
fact that four years ago the Populists pre- 
dicted the complete surrender of the Gov- 
ernment to corporate power, a condition 
which is now apparent to all. 

It further states that, ‘‘ while as a Na- 
tion we claim to have political power, we 
must regain our financial prestige before 
we assume our place as a free and inde- 
pendent Nation.” It also declares that

He Addresses Workingmen in Alli- 


ance, Ohio. 


ALLIANCE, Ohio, July 23.—Major McKin- 
ley left Cleveland at 8 o’clock this morning 
for Alliance to meet an engagement of long 
standing at Mount Union College. He was 
met at the station in Alliance by- ex-Gen- 
gressman J. P. Taylor, Congressman Kerr, 
President Marsh, and other friends. of the 
eollege. There was a large number of 
people at the college, which is a mile 
south of the town, situated on the edge of 
a broad field of yellow grain. Major Mc- 
Kinley’s appearance was greeted with 
eheers. He spoke to the crowd outside of 
the building as follows: . 

My Fellow-Citizens: I am very glad, indeed, to 
have the pleasure of meeting my old friends and 
constituents of Stark, Columbiana, and Mahoning 
Counties. I am glad to know that this year is 
going to be a year of patriotism and devotion to 
country. I am glad to know that the people in 
every part of the country mean to be devoted to 
one flag, and that the glorious old Stars and 
Stripes; that the people of the country this year 
mean to maintain the financial honor of the coun- 
try as sacredly as they maintain the honor of 
the flag. I am glad to meet and greet you all 
this morning, and I would be pleased to talk 
longer but for an engagement which takes me to 
Cleveland. I thank you, and bid you all gvod- 
bye. ° 

When Major McKinley returned from 
Mount Union College to-day to take the 


train for Cleveland, he was met at the sta- 
tion by over 1,000 workingmen, and in re- 
sponse to repeated calls for a taik, ad- 
dressed them briefly. In the course of his 
remarks he said: 

All of us are interested in the welfare of our 
country, because in the welfare of our cyuntry 
is involved the individual welfare of every citi- 
zen. If our great country is prosperous, then 
the people are prosperous. What we all want— 
no matter to what political organization we may 
have belonged in the past—is a return to the 
good times of years ago. We want good prices 
and good wages, and when we have them we 
want them to be paid in good money. [Appilause, 
and cries of ‘‘ you are right.’’] 

Whether our prices be high or whether they be 
low, whether our wages be good or whether they 
be bad, they are all better by being paid in 
dollars worth one hundred cents each. If we 
have good wages, they are better by being paid 
in good dollars. If we have poor wages, they are 
made poorer by being paid in poor dollars, and, 
my fellow-citizens, what we all want is to keep 
our money equal to that of the most enlightened 
nations of the earth, and to maintain unsullied 
the credit and honor of the Government of the 
United States. 

We are the greatest people in the world— 
greatest in our freedom, greatest in our possi- 
bilities, greatest in our opportunities—and we 
are too great to taint our country’s honor or to 
cast suspicion upon the credit or the obliga- 
tions of our Government, 

I thank you, my fellow-citizens, workingmen 
and all, for no higher compliment could be paid 
to any cause than to have the support of the 
men who toil. I thank you, and bid you all 
good-bye.

BRYAN AND SEWALL. 


A Platform Treating of the One Subh- 
ject of Finance Is Agreed Upon 
and Will Be Adopted~—The Come. 
position of the Convention Shown 


by a Poel)-The Day Devoted 


Almost Exciusively to Speech- 


making—A Prohibition Diversion. 


St. Louis, July 23.—The convention of the 
National Silver Party enjoys the unique dis- 
tinction of being the only one held this 
year in which no talk of bolting is heard. 


The Prohibitionists split at Pittsburg, the 
Republicans at St. Louis, the Democrats at 
Chicago, and a large section of the Popu- 
lists threatens to repudiate the action of 
its’ National gathering in this city. But 
among the silverites there is no talk of 
bolting. The delegates, while now united 
in a single purpose, are all bolters from 
somewhere or other and have no differences 
to air here. 

The ‘composition of the convention was 
shown by an official poll taken to-day. Of 
the delegates present at the time the 
poll was taken, 496 were ex-Republicans, 
135 ex-Democrats, 47 ex-Populists, 12 ex-in- 
dependents, 9 ex-Prohibitionists, and 1 ex- 
Greenbacker. 

Secretary Diffenderfer this afternoon gave 
out a statement and table showing that 
thirty-six States and Territories, with O48 | 
delegates and 146 alternates, were repre- 
sented. 

The sessions of the convention to-day 
were fruitless of results. Speechmaking oc- 
cupied most of the time. Many delegates 
were anxious to nominate Bryan and Sewall 
and go home, but they were held in check 
by those who wished to wait until after 
a conference with the Populists. 

The Committee on Resolutions has fin- 
ished its work, and to-morrow will report 
a@ platform and‘ address which will be 
adopted without opposition. This docu- 
ment discusses only the one subject of free 
coinage. Some minor resolutions may be 


adopted by the convention, but they will 
not be incorporated in the platform. 

_The committee also will report a resolu- 
tion_unanimously indorsing the candidacy” 
of Bryan and Sewall, and this will be 
adopted without protest. Plans of opera- 
tion in connection with the Democrats and 
Populists may be adopted, but those mat- 
ters probably will be left to the National 
Committee. 





A SESSION FOR TALK, 


Messrs, Towne and St. John and Mrs. 
Gougar Entertain Delegates, 


St. Louis, July 23.—Although a resolu- 
tion was adopted yesterday that all ses- 
sions of the National Silver Convention 
Should be opened with prayer, the conven- 
tion went about its work prayerless to-day. 
The clergyman selected to invoke the Di- 
vine blessing did not appear. In announc- 
ing thé clergyman’s absence, Chairman St. 
John said: ‘*I trust we are all in the spirit 
of prayer.”’ 

A prayerful spirit was necessary, for the 
Secretary, announced that there were no 
funds to p&y the expenses of the conven- 
tion, ahd a committee on ways and means 
was appointed. 

The convention had no well-defined pro- 
gramme to follow, and so Vice President 
Towne of Minnesota was introduced for a 
speech. Hé‘said that the condition of the 
country waS most grave. It had been 
brought about, he charged, in pursuance of 
a plan whieh had for its purpose to make 
it appear “&’s ‘the result of an orderly and 
lawful _ evolution. 

He stated that pat?ietism had been al- 
most forgotten, glory had been narrowed 
to success, money had become a god. 

But the day of regeneration is at hand. 
We are in the very vortex of events; we 
are making American history to-day; the 
American people are serving notice that 
they are about to take charge of their own 


affairs. Mr. Towne’s allusion to the Grand 
Old Man of Colorado set the convention on 
its legs in a tumult of applause. A vast 
majority of the Democratic Convention at 
Chicago, he said, was in favor of free sil- 
ver. ‘‘ Fortunate Democracy, thus to be- 
come the heir of this great regeneration, 
Happy Democrat, to find himself thus in 
possession of the results of the great move- 
ment without having labored for years in 
its behalf, and without being compelled to 
forego the amiable prejudices of party athli- 
ations.”’ 

Mr. Towne paid a glowing tribute to the 
worth, character, and abilities of Mr. 
Bryan, saying that his nomination demon- 
strated the truth of the statement that in 
the affairs of Providence there are no acci- 
dents. ‘‘ Bryan represents an idea; he 
stands for a cause—the cause of humanity 
against injustice—the cause of the masses.” 

Ex-Gov. J. P. St. John of Kansas spoke 
next. He said: 

Some one has fired at Fort Sumter. But I’m 
glad it’s different from what it was in 1861, 
when North and South were divided; now they 
are united. [Cheers.] Last night some one 
asked me how the crops were in Kansas. 
‘' They’re good,’”” I said. ‘‘ We are selling oats 
for 7 cents a bushel, but, thank God, we get 
our pay tor them in sound money.’’ That’s why 
so many farmers are in this convention. Last 
week I was up in Minnesota, and on. the 
Canadian border potatoes were selling for 6 cents 
a bushel, and I said how glorious a thing is the 
tariff. If it was not for the tariff potatoes would 
be way down. If there is one thing that is 
deader than another, except Grover Cleveland, it 
is the McKinley bill. And I am glad we've £08 
rid of those two obstructions to the Nation’s 
prosperity. : 

Gov. St. John said no such political revolu- 
tion had ever been known before in America 
as that which followed the adoption of the 
platform by the Republican Convention. 
The victory was already won, he assured 
his hearers; there were but two dangers 
to be feared—overconfidence and the use of 
boodle by the gold power. 

Mrs. Helen M. Gougar of Indiana ad- 
dressed the convention, saying, in opening, 
she supposed that this was not the first 
time the gentlemen present had been talked 
to by a woman on the subject of finance. 

Mrs. Gougar charged that breweries and 
distilleries, nine-tenths of whick, in this 
country, are owned by British capital, were 
doing more than all else combined to de- 
grade American citizenship, homes, and 
industries. She charged that never. since 
the days of Belshazzar’s feast had there 
been more drunkenness known than was 
displayed in St. Louis the night before 
the Republican Convention adopted its plat. 
form last month, 

Vice Chairman Towne took the chair at 
this point, Chairman St. John temporarily 
retiring. ‘ 

A delegate from Illinois’ moved that at the 
next session of the convention the delega- 
tions be polled to.show what proportion of 
the delegates. were formerly Republicans, 
the purpose being, he said, to emphasize to 
the country the extent of the revolt in that 
party against the infamous gold standard. 
The motion was agreed to with great una- 
nimity. 

The following resolution was proposed by 
Judge C. J. Hillyer of Washington, D. C., 
for the consideration of the delegates dur- 
ing recess: 

Resolved, That in the present situation this or- 
ganization logically in the coming campaign 
must be the peculiar representative of independent 
free-silver Republicans, and that the efforts of 
the National Convention should be chiefly di- 
rected to combining and augmenting this Repub- 
lican element as an independent force, co-operat- 
ing with others for the election of the candi- 
dates which this convention shall name for Presi- 
dent and Vice President and a free-silver Con- 
gress. 

At the request of the Wisconsin delega- 
tion, Rublee D. Cole had a few mine 
utes in wich to aadress the convention 
to protest against Mrs. Gougar’s plea and 
proposition for a combination of forces 
upon the subject of prohibition, lerd re- 
form, or “irect legislation. The Silver 
Party, Mr. Cole said, was not an annex 
either to the Prohibitionists or the National 
Party. He said that if he kept still he should 
be recreant to the interests of his city and 
State; that it would be useless and futile 
to go to the German voter of the Northwest 
soe ask him to vote for freedom from finan- 
cial serfdom if it were coupled with the 
side issues that were of nc moment at thig 
time.

THE CONVENTION POLLED. 


Bolters be 


Republican Prove to 


Largely in the Majority. 


St. Lovis, July 23.—The afternoon ses- 
sion deveioped little of interest. Thera were 
present fewer delegates and more ladies 
than in the morning. Many delegates, una- 
ble or unwilling longer to bear the ex- 
pense of remaining in the city, had al- 
ready gone home. During the session the 
desire to get away was manifested fre- 
quently, and it was with difficulty that the 
convention could be kept together until to- 
morrow. A number of speeches were made. 
“Coin” Harvey refused to speak on ‘the 
ground of physical weakness. 

An effort was made to have a call of 
the States by the terms of the motion 
of Mr. Strong of Illinois, agreed to at the 


morning session, to show the previous po-. 


litical affiliations of the delegates. Much 
objection was made, however, on the 
ground that delegations were not full, and 
a delegate trom Missouri moved as an 
amendment that the results of the poll be 
handed the Secretary of the convention, 
and by him announced to-morrow, but it 
was lost, and the roll call was ordered. 

The poll as it was reported showed that 
one Arkansan, who was a former Repub- 
lican, now is an ardent Bryan supporter. 
California reported 35 bolters from Repub- 
licanism to Bryanism, Colorado 54, illinois 
35, Indiana 16, Iowa 21, Kansas 42%, Michi- 
gan 16, Minnesota 27, Missouri 40, Mon- 
tana 6, Nebraska 35. Nevada 9, New-Jersey 
3, North Dakota 6, Ohio 5, Oregon 10, Penn- 
sylvania 40, South Dakota 15, Utah 2, Vir- 
ginia 20, Washington 17, Wisconsin 9, Ari- 
zona 2, Indian Territory 4, District of Co- 
lumbia 4; total, 496. 

The other former affiliations were report- 
ed to be: Independents 12, Nationalist 1, 
Greenbacker 1, Prohibitionists 9, Populists 
47, and Democrats 135. ' 

The announcement was received with ap- 
plause. 

Mr. Hawthorne of Minnesota offered the 
following resolution. which. after reading, 
was referred to the Committee on Resolu- 
tions: 

Resolved, That the National Committees of the 
Silver, Democratic, and People’s Parties be re- 
quested to refer to and designate the Bryan and 
Sewal! silver ticket, whenever practicable, as the 
** American Union Tickei.’’ 

An extract from « speech by Mr. Blaine 

made several years ago was read by the 
Secretary. In it Mr. Blaine declared for 
the remonetization and free coinage of sil- 
ver. 
A resolution offered by Mr. Doniphan of 
Missouri, that no candidate for Congress be 
voted for unless he be in favor of free 
coinage of silver was referred to the Com- 
mitiee on Resolutions. 1 

Mr. Strong of Illinois otfered the follow- 
ing resolution, and it was adopted: 

Whereas, The false accusation is so frequently 
made that those who demand the restoration of 
the silver dollar to its place as equal to the gold 
dollar as a dwt payer under our flag are not 
patriotic in the defense of our National honor; 

tesolved, That all those who were formerly 
true to the old flag, and who risked their lives 
at sea or on land, who are present as delegates 
to this National Convetion, be required 
to stand on their number is 
cousiei : 

While tne veterans were on their feet, a 
Confederate veteran, Gen. giciver, occa- 
sioned much enthusiasm by~ grasping the 
hand of L. F. Dow, a Union soldier, and 
proclaiming that the former enemies were 
reunited, ‘‘and may they ever remain so 
against the gold forces of the country,’’ he 
added. 

Mr. St. John of New-York moved that 
when the convention adjourn it be until 10 
o’clock to-morrow. An amendment was 
moved to adjourn until 8 o’clack to-night. 

Mr. Shinn made a plea for the expedition 
of business, that the work of the convention 
might be finished to-day. Delegates were 
leaving the city because they could remain 
no longer, and adjournment until to-morrow 
might not find enough deiegates to do »usi- 
ness. 

Several gentlemen made urgent speeches 
for delay, in order that the Conference Com- 
mittee might have time to perform its duty. 

Mr. Doud of Missouri hoped that the con- 
vention, having appointed a Committee on 
Conference, would not stultify itself. by ad- 
journing until the Populist Convention had 
an opportunity to perfect arrangements for 
the conference asked for. Several of. the 
speakers said they were willing to remain 
here until the Ist of November, if necessary 
to accomplish their purpose. 

Mr. Little of Kansas said that the Popu- 
list delegation from his State advised him 
that if the Silver Convention wanted to help 
the Bryan movement in that convention it 
would nominate him and Sewall, and he 
thought that should be done to-day. 

Mr. St John urged the adoption of his 
motion. This convention had appointed a 
Committee on Conference, and he hoped 
that now it would not insult the Populist 
Convention by declaring itself upon the mat- 
ter in conference. 

After further discussion, the amendment 
to meet at 8 o'clock to-night was lost—146 to 
151. A vote by States was denied, and the 
motion of Mr. St. John was declared to 
have been carried, amid applause. Accord- 
ingly, when the convention adjourned this 
afternoon it was until 10 o’clock to-morrow 
morning.

PLATFORM AND ADDRESS, 


& Single Declaration for Free Coinage 
with Profuse Remarks. 


St. Lovis, July 23.—The Committee on 
Resolutions of the Silver Convention com- 
pleted its work this afternoon by adopting 
the platform and address to the people 
which had been prepared by the sub-com- 
mittee. The platform and address are as 


follows: 

The National Silver Party of America, in con- 
vention assembled, hereby adopts the following 
declaration of principles: 

First—The paramount issue at this time in the 
United States indisputably is the money question. 
It is between the British gold standard, gold 
bonds, and bank currency on the one side, and 
the bimetallic standard, no bonds, Government 
currency (and an American policy) on the other. 

On this issue we declare ourselves to be in favor 
of a distinctively Anterican financial system. We 
are unaiterably opposed to the single gold stand- 
ard, and demand the immediate return to the 
Constitutional standard of gold and silver by the 
restoration by this Government, independently of 
any foreign power, of the unrestricted coinage of 
both gold and silver, into standard money at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, and upon terms of exact equality, 
as they existed prior to 1873; the silver coin to be 
a full legal tender equally with gold for all debts 
and dues, public and private, and we demand 
such legislation as will prevent for the future 
the destruction of the legal tender quality of any 
kind of money by private contract. 

We hold that the power to control and regulate 
@ paper currency is inseparable from the power 
to coin money, and, hence, that all currency in- 
tended to circulate as money should be issued 
and its volume controlled by the General Govern- 
ment only, and should be a legal tender. 

We are unalterably opposed to the issue by the 
United States of interest-bearing bonds in time of 

and we denounce as a blunder worse than 
a crime the present Treasury policy, concurred 
in by a Republican House, of plunging the coun- 
try into debt by hundreds of millions in the vain 
attempt to maintain the gold standard by bor- 
rowing gold; and we demand the payment of all 
coin obligations of the United States, as provided 
by existing laws, in either gold or silver coin, at 
the option of the Government, and not at the 
option of the creditor. 

The demonetization of silver in 1873 enormously 
increased the demand for gold, enhancing its pur- 
chasing power, and lowering all prices measured 
by that standard, and since that unjust and in- 
defensible act the prices of American products 
have fallen, upon an average, nearly 50 per cent., 
carrying down with them proportionately the 
money value of all forms of property. 

Such fall of prices has destroyed the profits of 
legitimate industry, injuring the producer for 
the benefit of the non-producer, increasing the 
burden of the debtor, swelling the gains of the 
creditor, paralyzing the productive energies of 
the American people, relegating to idleness vast 
numbers of willing workers, sending the shad- 
ows of despair into the home of the honest 
toiler, filling the land with tramps and paupers, 
and building up colossal fortunes at the money 
centres. In the effort to maintain the gold 
standard, the country, within the last two years, 
ir. a time of profound peace and plenty, has been 
loaded down witn $262.000,000 of additional 
interest bearing debt under such circumstances 
as to allow a syndicate of native and foreign 
bankers to realize a net profit of millions on a 
ingle deal. 
re stands confessed that the gold standard can 
be only upheld by so depleting our paper cur- 
rency as to force the prices of our products be- 
low the European and even below the Asiatic 
level, to enable us to sell in foreign markets, 
thus aggravating the very evils of which our 
people so bitterly complain, degrading American 
labor, and striking at the foundations of our 
civilization itseif. The advocates of the gold 
standard persistently claim that the real cause 
of our distress is over-production—that we have 
roduced so much that it made us poor—which 
mplies that the true remedy is to close the 
factory, abandon the farm, and throw a multi- 
tude of people out of employment; a doctrine 
that leaves us unnerved and ogy ~~ and 

uture. 
te be unquestioned that. there can 
Saga ee sesmomse paradox as over-production, 
and at the same time tens of thousands of our 
fellow-citizens remaining half-clothed and half- 
fed, and who are pimeee'y clamoring for the 
. necessities 0 e. 

Over and above all other questions of policy, we 
are in favor of restoring to the people of the 
United States the time-honored money of the 
Constitution—gold gnd silver; not one, but both— 
the money of Washington and Hamilton and 
erson and Monroe and Jackson and Lincoln, 
the end that the American people may receive 
pay for an honest product; that the 

debtor may pay his just 





in an honest and not in a dishonest 
and unsound standard, apprec per cent. 
in purchasing power and no appreciation in debt- 
paying power, and to the end, further, that 
silver-standard countries may be deprived of the 
unjust advantage they now enjoy in the dif- 
ference in exchange between gold and silver, 
an advantage which tariff legislation cannot 
overcome, 

We therefore confidently appeal! to the people 
of the United States to hold in abeyance all 
other questions, however important and even 
momentous they may appear, to sunder, if need 
be, all former party affiliations, and unite in 
one supreme effort to free themselves and their 
children from the domination of the money 
power, a power more destructive than any which 
has ever been fastened upon the civilized men 
of any race or in any age. And upon the con- 
summation of our desires and efforts we invoke 
the aid of all patriotic American citizens and the 
gracious favor of Divine Providence. 

Inasmuch as the patriotic majority of the 
Chicago Convention embodied in the financial 
plank of its platform the principles enunciated 
in the platform of the American _ Bimetallic 
Party, promulgated at Washington, D. C., Jan. 
22, 1896, and herein reiteratec, which is not 
only the paramount but the only real issue in 
the pending campaign, therefore, recognizing that 
their nominees embody these patriotic princi- 
ples, we recommend that this convention nom- 
inate William J. Bryan of Nebraska for Presi- 
dent and Arthur Sewall of Maine for Vice 
President. 

The qustion as to who should present the 
paper to the convention excited quite a 
discussion. Gen. A. J. Warner of Ohio 
favored having some Repubiican present it. 
He svuegested Representative Towne of 
Minnesota, a man who had walked out of 
the Republican Convention when it de- 
eclared for gold. Mr. Irwin of Minnesota 
was next named. 

After the discussion had proceeded for 
some time, a member of the Resolutions 
Committee, rising to a point of order, said 
that, as Senator Jones of Nevada was the 
Chairman of the committee, he sould pre- 
sent its report. W. H. Harvey of Illinois 
opposed Senator Jones, because he came 
from a silver State. A selection of a man 
from such a section he regarded as bad 
policy. 

The opposition of Mr. Harvey and several 
others to Senator Jones brought the Senator 
to his feet. He said that he had never 
pushed himself forward, and did not intend 
to do so now. If it would add a single vote 
to have some one else present the report he 
hoped that such a course would be adopted. 

Cc. R. Seott of Nevada said that he had 
been selected by the sub-committee to make 
the report. He was now out of it’’ and 
would not present the report under any 
circumstances. 

It was finally agreed to have Senator 
Jones present the report and designate some 
one to read it, ‘

refused to let him testify. At that time 
both sides closed, and Mr. McLaughlin be- 
gan to sum up. The Assistant District 
Attorney consented yesterday to let the 
Magistrate testify. 

Juror No. 12, George W. Palmer, kept 
the Court waiting half an hour yesterday. 
When the trial’) was resumed Assistant 
District Attorney Osborne called Magis- 
trate Crane to the witness stand, and said 
he would consent to let him testify. 

Counsel for the defense said that was a 
very queer way of conducting a trial, the 
calling of witnesses after both sides had 
closed. He objected to such procedure. 

Recorder Goff seemed to be in an ill hu- 
mor, and told the counsel not to be foolish. 
but to go ahead and ask questions. 

Mr. McLaughlin took an exception to the 
Recorder’s ruling. The Recorder then di- 
rected him to ask Magistrate Crane about 
that alleged confession. 

“I object to your Honor ordering or Gdi- 
recting me to ask a question,” exclaimed 
Mr. McLaughlin. 

‘“‘Are you going ta put that question to 
this witness?’’ demanded the Recorder, 
who was considerably irritated. 

“I do not think I am called upon to tell 
the Court what questions I am going to 
ask,’”’ replied the lawyer. 

The Recorder then waved his hand toward 
Magistrate Crane, who stepped down from 
the witness chair. 

Mr. McLaughlin took a number of excep- 
tions to the Recorder’s rulings, and then 
recalled Detective Boyle, who arrested Gil- 
more, and who testified. Boyle was asked 
if anything was said in the police court 
about a confession *of guilt by Gilmore 
when he was discharged by Magistrate 
Crane. 

“‘Yes,’’ said the witness. ‘ Gilmore said 
to me: ‘I knew the thing was crooked, 
but you can’t blame a man for making a 
dollar.’ I toid this to Magistrate Crane, 
but he discharged the man.” 

Boyle stepped down and Magistrate Crane 
was again called. Mr. McLaughlin asked 
him a number of questions about the al- 
leged confession, but the Recorder would 
not allow the witness to answer. 

“Put the question yourself,’’ exclaimed 
Mr. McLaughlin, “if your Honor dces not 
like the way I put it.” 

The Recorder declined, : 

There was another wrangle, and Magis- 
trate Crane said, somewhat hotly: 

“I do not care to testify uniess I am 
allowed to speak in my own way.” 

This was finally allowed, and Magistrate 
Crane said: 

*“*I received a communication from Capt. 
O’Brien, Chief of the Detective Bureau, 
complaining that I had discharged a self- 
confessed thief. I called up Detective Boyle 
and he denied to me that Gilmore had con- 
fessed., 

The Magistrate steppe? down and Capt. 
Stephen O’Brien, Chief of the Detective Bu- 
reau, tock the stand and testified that Gil- 
more confessed to him at Police Headquar- 
ters. This was after he had promised Gil- 
more immunity. He instructed Detective 
Boyle to inform Magistrate Crane about the 
confession. 

Capt. O’Brien said that he did not make 
any formal charges against Magistrate 
Crane, nor did he know, of his own knowl- 
edge, whether President Roosevelt wrote 
to Mayor Strong asking to have the Magis- 
trate removed. 

Both sides then ciosed the case, and Mr. 
McLaughlin began to sum up again. 

Recorder Goff, in charging the jury, said 
the prosecution had shown strong evidence 
that the accused had committed the crime, 
and that evidence had not been contradict- 
ed. He declined to charge that the law de- 
clared that if a defendant did not take 
the stand in his own behalf tit fact did 
not operate against him, 

After being out an hour, the jury brought 
in a verdict of guilty. Mr. McLaughlin 
asked until Tuesday to prepare a motion for 
a new trial. The Recorder gave him until 
Monday, and the convicted man was re- 
manded until that day for sentence. The 
maximum punishment is ten years’ impris- 
onment.

Says He Did Not Ask for Magistrate 
Crane’s Removal, 


Police Commissioner Roosevelt emphat- 
icalty denied yesterday morning that he 
ever wrote a letter to Mayor Strong re- 
questing him to remove Magistrate Crane, 
as stated on Wednesday by J. W. McLaugh- 
lin, counsel for the defense in the trial of 
David M. Gilmore for robbery. 

When his attention was called to this de- 
nial, Mr. McLaughlin said: 

I do not see how Commissioner Roosevelt can 
deny writing that letter, for it is on file in 
the Mayor's office, and Magistrate Crane has a 
Mr. Crane showed ime the copy, 
and I read it. The letter charges that, on the 
statements of Detective Boyle and Capt. 
O’Brien, Magistrate Crane discharged a self-con- 
fecsed thief. President Roosevelt complains that 
in the face of such evidence, the Magistrate 
was responsible for a miscarriage of justice and 
hampered the Police Department in suppressing 
crime. He suggests that the Mayor take steps 
to stop such maladministration. In effect, Roose- 
velt wanted the Mayor to remove Magistrate 
Crane. On an inquiry by the Mayor, Magistrate 
Crane showed that Commissioner Roosevelt had 
been proceeding on misinformation. 

Job E. Hedges, the Mayor’s secretary, 
said, in speaking of Mr. McLaughlin’s state- 


ment, that charges, had been filed at the 
Mayor's office against Magistrate Crane: 
“Tf charges were. drawn, they would not 
be sent here fcr the very good reason that 
the Mayor has no power to remove a City 
Magistrate. I have not heard of any 
charges against Magistrate Crane.”

FRANCE’S LATEST CONQUEST. 








Affairs in Madagascar Are in a Most 
Unsatisfactory Condition. 


Paris Dispatch to The London News, 

The latest news from Madagascar is as 
bad as can be. There is hardly room for 
doubt that the French are hated by the 
Hovas, and even more so by the other 
races, who believed they had come to make 
them independent. A Hova Prince has 
been cenvicted of wholesale robbery of fire- 
arms fro:. the Arsenal of Antananarivo, 
while, perhaps, in connection with this 
robbery. parties of natives were reported 
to be assembling together in the north of 
Imerina. The Resident General has decreed 
a state of siege in all districts occupied 
by the rebels. 

Of course, it is hard to judge of things at 
a distance, but the State of Madagascar 
seems to parallel that of Matabeleland. A 
plot has been discovered at Manangarez. 
The Hovas were only waiting for the 
French troops to leave for Fianarantsoa 
to massacre all the Europeans and loot 
their houses. Among the ringleaders were 
the Hova Vice Governor and several Hova 
omcers. They were arrested by order of 
the Resident and led under escort to the 
capital where they will be ccurt-martialed 
and presumably shot. 

At Manaujara the little garrison narrowly 
escaped being massacred on April 29. The 
Resident, M. Ponty, informed of the plot, 
ordered the arrest of the Hova Deputy 
Commander and three other native officials, 
One of them confessed that on that same 
night, at about 11 o’clock, bugles would 


be sounded at the four corners of the town. 
This was to be the signal. Picked men 
were to break into the soldiers’ cabins. 
strangle them, and throw them into the 
sea. On that evening the Hova Governor 
of Ambahimandroso was arrested and 
eighty pounds of gunpowder were found at 
his house, with 160 pounds of bullets sent 
from the capital by means of a forged 
certificate from Resident Laroche. A gun 
of English make was seized a few days 
later. Betafo was attacked by a body of 
3,063 rebels, but was relieved by a com- 
pany of Hausgas, the garrison having spent 
thirty hours fighting. 

Disorder reigns at Antananarivo, and an- 
archy in the rest of the island. The French 
residents in the capital have set up a sort 
of Parliament in opposition to the French 
Resident General, and have forwarded to 
him the following unprecedented remon- 
strance: 

“The French colony has the honor to in- 
form the Resident General that it has ad- 
dressed to-day the following cable message 
to the Prime Minister at home: ‘In the 
present critical situation, the French col- 
ony has asked the Resident for energetic 
measures of protection.’ In the presence 
of disturbances growing more and more 
serious, inting clearly every day to a 
general insurrection deliberately planned, 
the French colony feels ita duty to protest 
against the insufficiency of the measures 
taken hitherto to preserve order. By his 
fsilure to appoint a Counci! of Defense, 
the Resident General has taken upon his 
shoulders the whole responsibility of past 
events. It is the wish of the French col- 
ony that the state of siege be proclaimed 
in order to suppress a growing mutiny 
that threatens the safety of Europeans in 
the very heart of the capital.” 

In an interview with a correspondent at 
Antananarivo, the Resident General, M. 
Laroche, admits that the generai discon- 
tent throughout the island cannot be de- 
nied. The Resident made the startling 
statement that brigandage has never flour- 
ished with so little check as since the con- 
quest by the French. Why? ‘The French 
have 3,000 picked men that cannot move 
about quickly The Favahalo brigands 
have stolen French rifles wholesale, ‘ and,” 
said M. Laroche,.‘‘ are better armed than 
ever. It was a great mistake of Gen. Du- 
chesne. to disband the Hova forces, who 
understood guerrila warfare, and certainly 
kept the island in better order than the 
French have done.’’ 


the missionary societies in London should 
seriously consider the question of clearing, 
bag and baggage, out of it, and transferring 
their efforts to British dependencies, It is 
no use talking here of religious toleration.

_ The Figaro publishes a letter from a 
Frenchman in Madagascar containing 
abominable imputations on the _ British 
Methodists. ‘If anything is to be done 
with Madagascar,’’ he writes, ‘‘we must 
wage relentless war on the English, who, I 
am satisfied, are egging on the rebels 
against us, and keep behind the scenes in 
a cowardly and hypocritical manner, as is 
their wont. They have 100,000 children in 
their schools, where they teach English 
only, even in the capital.”

RUSSIA’S GREAT 





STRIKE, 


Iis Effects May Be of Political as Well 
as of Economical Importance. 


St. Petersburg Letter in The London Chronicle. 

The great strike among the weavers of 
St. Petersburg, which lasted for a fortnight 
and exceeded in extent and severity every 
previous movement of the kind in Russia, 
deserves the attention of all students of the 
werkmen’s question. 

The immediate cause of the strike must 
be sought in the (very slight) competition to 
which Russian manufacturers have been 
exposed by the lowering of the duties on 
foreign textile goods by the Russo-German 
commercial treaty of 1893. The masters, who 
still made from 10 to 80 per cent. on their 
capital seized upon this as an excuse to 
lower wages and increase hours, thus re- 


ducing the workman to starvation limit, 
about 10s. a week being the maxi- 
mum pay for twelve hours’ work per day! 

The position of the workman was ren- 
dered still more intolerable by the irregu- 
larity with which his wages were paid, and 
the heavy fines and deductions for miscon- 
duct and bad work, in the levying of which 
the masters and managers were the sole 
judges. Further, the “truck” or “ pluck” 
System of factory shops, where the men are 
unmercifully fleeced, was not unknown. 

It is not wonderful, then, that in Septem- 
ber last the men sent their wives to beg in 
the streets. Added to the general question 
of wages and hours was the recent griev- 
ance that the men were forced to stand idle 
for three days during the coronation, and re- 
ceived no wages. As they remarked, ‘‘ The 
Czar’s holiday means hunger for us and our 
families.”’ 

However wretched the case of the work- 
men, the main interest of the present strike 
is not that it adds one more page to the 
martyrology of labor, but that it presents 
the first instance in Russia of organized re- 
sistance to the greed and tyranny of the 
masters, which is supported by the whole 
force of the Government. The organization 
displayed must fill every impartial observer 
with admiration, as, on the other hand, it 
has caused nothing short of dismay in Gov- 
ment spheres. 

The movement for a ten-hour working 
day and a fair wage was already announced 
in proclamation published by the secret 
printing press of St. Petersburg in Jan- 
uary last. The strike began on May 29 
(Russian style) with the Yekateringof Mill, 
whence it spread rapidly to some score of 
others. 

At first only the men went out, but after- 
ward the women made common cause with 
their husbands and brothers. Women’s 
strikes at cigarette factories, &c., have ce- 
curred here before, and have been success- 
ful. At the height of the movement some 
30,000 hands went out. The organization 
was based on directions from che work- 
men’s secret Socialist League, but the St. 
Petersburg workmen 3ipussed all expec- 
tations by the quiet and orderly manner in 
which they behaved. 

It' must be remembered that no public 
meetings are allowed in Russia, and that 
the police were busy for months in arrest- 
ing and banishing all those workmen whom 
they regarded as suspicious from their 
greater intelligence or known influence 
among their fellows, including many who 
taught in the workmen’s schools and even- 
ing classes. For over six months at all the 
mills there have been numbers of sham 
workmen, spies from the police. Other 
agents of the Government, corresponding to 
the French ‘agents provocaieurs,” have 
been constantly striving to get individuals 
to commit themselves. But all these ma- 
noeuvres, thanks to the workmen’s own 
organization, are now so well known that 
during the strike the workmen themselves 
appealed to the spies and asenis to leave 
them and cease molesting them! 

The hardships to wh'ch the factory hands 
were exposed during the strike may be bLest 
imagined when it :s known that the local 
branch of the Socialist League only. ¢ic- 
posed of a sum of +,000 reubles as a strike 
fund, to which was added 3,000 rubles sub- 
scribed in St. Petersburg among cheir sym- 

athizers, wao are nearly all very poor, 

here were cases anmwng the latter of sacri- 
ficing a monch’s wages for the good cause! 
The workmen we-e obliged during the short 
strike to sell in maay cases even their coets 
and boots. 

Among the millowners several were in 
favor of yielding to the workmen’s de- 
mands, but the Government—or, rather, 
M. Witte, the Minister of Finance, who 
was appealed to in the matter, and the 
present Minister of the Interior—declared 
that this could not be allowed in the face 
of the illegal behavior of the workmen. 
It should be remembered that, according 
to a principle of Russian law, combination 
to affect prices among workmen or masters 
is equally illegal, but, while the former are 
heavily punished in such cases, the latter 
combine every day to corner various ar- 
ticles of consumption and rob the consum- 
er without any evil consequences for them- 
selves. 

During the whole strike, students and 
others, both men and women, who sought 
to get information from the strikers and 
to help their families were arrested, and 
the whole strike region was teeming! with 
spies, who made it very difficult to com- 
municate with the strikers. 

To sum up, notwithstanding the greatest 
provocation, often of a most insidious kind, 
by police agents, and great suffering, the 
strikers maintained, following therein the 
direction of the Socialist League, the most 
exemplary order. Although most of the 
workmen have now returned to work, in 
response to very small concessions on the 
part of the employers and some promises 
of doubtful value, the great strike of June, 
1896 will not be so soon forgotten. The 
heavy punishment, falling on some kun- 
dreds of workmen and their sympathizers 
among the educated classes, will only serve 
to accentuate its importance. 

The Council of Ministers, summoned for 
the purpose, is discussing the labor ques- 
tion in Russia and the unexpected growth 
of Socialism. Labor legislation, already 
long projected, will undoubtedly be now 
pushed forward rapidly, but this will not 
be the end of it. Industrial Russia is en- 
tering on a new phase. The Russian work- 
man’ is now organizing in all seriousness; 
he will soon attract a greater share of 
attention than the paternal Russian Gov- 
ernment was, until lately. will ne °9 »ecer 
him. The results may not improbably be 
not merely of economical, but of political, 
importance.

Dime novels of the wild-West order seem 
to have brought about the downfall of Leon 
Halvinne, nineteen years old, who was 
arrested yesterday near the Morris Park 
freight yards after he had robbed a house 


at Van Nest, and shot a man who pursued 
him after the robbery. 

Halvinne will be arraigned this morn- 
ing in the One Hundred and Fifty-eighth 
Street Police Court, and it is a matter of 
good luck for him that the charge against 
him is not one of murder. 

The young fellow called at the home of 
Mrs. James Hammell, nearly opposite the 
Catholic Protectory, at Van Nest, about 
2 o’clock, and asked for something to eat. 
Mrs. Hammell gave him food, and while 
she was busy in the front of the house he 
managed to make his way to the second 
Story of the dwelling. Kate McGinley, a 
servant, discovered him ransacking a bu- 
reau, and gave the alarm. 

Mrs. Hummell went to her assistance,’ 
and when the thief saw that he had been 
discovered, he ordered them to throw up 
their hands while he kept them cvuvered 
with a revolver and backed out of the 
house. 

Nicholas Kemmy, who keeps a candy store 
near by was attracted by the screams of 
the two women, and when he saw the young 
burglar escaping from the house he gave 
chase. Halvinne was a good runner, but 
he was no match for Kemmy, who wag 
gaining on him at almost every step. The 
chase led across the open lots toward the 
Morris Park freight yards, where the fugi- 
tive evidently expected to make gvod his 
escape. ; 

Just as the young man was about to en< 
ter the yards, Kemmy was upon him ané 
was reaching out to seize him when Hal<« 
vinne turned and fired four shots in rapid 
success, At such short range it was almost 
a miracle that Kemmy was not killed. 

Three of the bullets struck Kemmy, ona, 
in the right hand, one in the forearm, and 
the other just above the elbow. If Kemmy;: 
had not thrown up his arm to protect him- 
self he would undoubtedly -have been killed.’ 

Although severely wounded, Kemmy did 
not give up the chase, and before a half 
cozen steps had been taken he had fastened 
upon his assailant. William Savage of 2234 
East One Hundred and Twenty-second 
Street, who was at work in the yards, came 
to Kemmy’s rescue, and the two disarmed 
the would-be assasin. q j 
Policeman William Lockwood of the Thir- 
ty-eighth Precinct, Westchester, was nean 
by, and his attention was attracted by the 
shots. He took charge of the prisoner and 
locked him up at the Westchester Station. 

At the station the young man gave his 
name as Alfred Elwer. Subsequently he 
told his right name to Policeman Lock- 
wood. When the prisoner was searched 
two pocketbooks, a watch chain, a revolver, 
and a razor taken from the Hommell House 
were found in his possession. 

In addition, a small bottle of pepper wag 
found in his pocket, indicating that he had 
planned robbery and intended to use the 
pepper to blind any one who might surprise 
him. 

The discovery of the bottle of peppea 
aided in clearing up another mystery which 
has been bothering the police of West« 
chester. The living rooms over Mrs. Dame’s 
candy store were robbed about a month 
ago, the thief making way with a sum 
of money and some jewelry. In a’ satchel, 
which had been ransacked a considerabl 
quantity of pepper was found. This sug 
gested to Policeman Lockwood that: tha 
young prisoner might know something aboun 
that robbery. He taxed young Halvinne 
with the robbery, and the young man finally. 
said that he had committed it, having 
gained entrance to thAplace by a window. 

Halvinne lived with an uncle in East 
Chester Road. The uncle is a reputable 
man, highly respected in the community. 
He told Capt. rees that the boy had 
never been out late nights, and he was at 
a loss to explain his conduct, unless it cam 
from cheap novels, which he sat up unti 
all hours of the night to read. : 

The young burglar was well provided 
with ammunition, thirteen extra cartridges 
being found in his pocket. Before going ta 
the Hammell residence he calied at the 
house of C. Dodge, a clerk at the Sty 
Denis Hotel, who lives across the way, bu 
was refused admittance. ' 

Kemmy was taken to the Fordham Hos 
pital, where the bullets were removed, and 
then he returned to his'home. His wound 
are not serious.

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Curious Scene in a London Hotel Beé 
tween Two Elderly Americans,

Northumberland Avenue hotel on Thurs< 
day.

A CANDIDATE FOR DEMOCRATS. 


Republican appeals to sound-money 
Democrats to vote for MCKINLEY are now 
quite generally sugared over with the 
admission that the currency, not the 
tariff, must be the chief issue of the con- 
test. This shows that the sentiment of 
the leaders and newspaper organs of the 
Republicans has undergone a change. It 
is of some importance to determine the 
extent of this change. Will our Repub- 
lican friends make sound money the dom- 
inant issue in the Congressional district 
contests as well as in the Presidential 
field? In strong Democratic districts 
where a Democrat of Bryan proclivities 
is nominated, will the Republicans in- 
dorse and vote for a sound-money Demo- 
erat, or will they, after their usual fash- 
ion, run a high-tariff Republican at all 
hazards? 

In the City of New-York the intelligent 
and virtuous leaders of the Republican 
Party have repeatedly been forced to 
choose between the indorsement of a 
Democratic Mayoralty candidate whose 
election would have insured good gov- 
ernmunt and the running of a candidate 
of their own for the sake of keeping up 
their organization. History blushes to 
record their repeated failures to make the 
right and noble choice. At the present 
stage of the game we have precious little 
confidence that in the Congressional dis- 
tricts they will carry their new-found de- 
votion to sound money as the dominant 
issue so far as to overcome their ancient 
repugnance to voting for even a good 
Democrat. 

We have little confidence that they will 
conduct the Presidential campaign in a 
way to encourage Democratic co-opera- 
tion. Mr. WHITNEY’s caustic review of 
the Republican position puts the matter 
right. They need Democratic help, and 
they make it impossible for Democrats 
to help them. 

Many sound-money Democrats will vote 
for McKINLEY, however, and the number 
would be much greater but for the grow- 
ing conviction that BrYAn’s vote can be 
better kept down by running a sound- 
money Democratic eandidate. We have 
from the first regarded a third ticket as 
inevitable. The demand for it sprang 
from the people themselves and was quite 
too strong to be repressed. Now that the 
sound-money Democrats of the Prairie 
States have so earnestly begun the cam- 
paign for another convention and the 
nomination of a sound-money ticket, the 
Democrats of the Eastern States may be 
expected to join heartily in the move- 
ment. In Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri, Kentucky, and 
Tennessee the conviction prevails that a 
sound-money ticket will keep thousands 
of Democrats from voting for BRYAN. 
There can be no doubt that in the State 
ef New-York the effect will be the same. 
mdeed, uniess provision is made for Dem- 
ocrats to vote for Presidential Electors 
without leaving their party, it is to be 
feared that the mass of the votes would 
go to Bryan from force of habit. Cer- 
tainly nothing but the most energetic and 
extensive educational campaign would 
avert this disaster. 

Here, again, is another argument of 
great weight for a third ticket. There 
are many Democratic speakers who will 
do most effective work for sound money 
in the campaign if they can speak for a 
platform and a candidate. They cannot 
make McKinley speeches, and they could 
get no audiences from their own party if 
they would. This willing and efficient 
army of educational workers will be si- 
lent if no sound-money Democrat is put 
in the field. 








THE EARLY STATE ELECTIONS. 

There are still half a dozen States 
which hold their State elections in ad- 
vance of that at which Presidential 
Electors are chosen in November, and the 
results will be looked for with peculiar 
interest this year. This will be especially 
the case with the two Northern States 
both of which are in New-England. 

The Vermont election comes on the Ist 
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it is usually reearded | 


as a very significant “pointer” in the | 


Presidential year, but it will be less 80 
this year. It may show how far the rural 
communities of the East have become in- 
fected with the silver craze, but that will 
afford no measure of its progress in the 
country generally. Before the campaign 
opened there was very little of it in this 
part of the country, and an overwhelm- 
ing Republican yictory in Vermont would 
not of itself be a trustworthy indication 
of BRYAN’s weakness elsewhere. 

The Maine electfon comes Sept. 14 and 
it will be somewhat complicated, per- 
haps, by the fact that the Democratic 
candidate for Vice President is a citizen 
of that State. But the Democraite State 
Convention declared strongly for sound 
money and the candidate for Governor 
refuses to yield anything of his convic- 
tions on that subject. Maine showed more 
susceptibility to the greenback craze than 
any other Eastern State, but there has 
been little evidence thus far of free-silver 
sentiment except the sending of two dele- 
gates to the Democratic National Con- 
vention, of whom Mr. SEWALL was one. 
There has been no sign of its causing di- 
vision in the Republican Party. 

The first of all the early conventions is 
that of Alabama on the 3d of August. It 
will be interesting, because there the di- 
vision among Democrats on the money 
question has amounted to a good deal for 
a year past and the Populists have been 
pretty strong and allied more or less with 
both the free-silver Democrats and the 
Republicans. The Arkansas election Sept. 
7 and those of Florida and Georgia in 
October are not likely to be very signifi- 
cant except as indicating the strong aver- 
sion in the South to dividing the opposi- 
tion to Republicanism in the face of a 
National campaign. 








AN OBJECT LESSON, 

We hope no reader of THE TIMES neg- 
lected to read carefully that part of the 
interview with Mr. Ivins, published yes- 
terday, which related to the Brazilian 
currency. The story is in its main out- 
lines that of any inflated and depreciated 
currency. We had an experience of our 
own in that way which nobody who went 
through it is likely to forget. But to the 
great majority of the voters of 1896 the 
history of our currency from the time of 
the issue of the first legal-tender paper 
to the resumption of specie payments is 
a matter of reading or of vague tradition. 
The necessary effects of inflation ap- 
peared.’ Commodities rose at once and 
wages followed them very slowly and 
partially and never overtook them. And 
this in spite of the fact that the inflation 
was concurrent with the withdrawal from 
production and exchange of the millions 
who were serving in the armies. Though 
the demand for labor was abnormal, nev- 
ertheless the man who worked for wages 
was then, as he always is in like cases, 
the chief sufferer, because he is the only 
man who has something to sell who can- 
not resort in his turn to the expedient 
adopted by everybody else at his expense, 
the expedient of “marking up his own 
goods.” At that time it is safe to say 
that there was nobody who dreamed that 
the “war measure” of a paper legal 
tender would be continued or revived in 
time of peace. 

Mr. Ivins’s illustration is fresher, and 
so the more convincing. He reports that 
the price of commodities has become 
three times what it was on the gold 
basis, when Brazilian paper commanded 
an actual premium over British sover- 
eigns. The wages of labor have advanced 
only about half as much again as the 
former rate. -That is to say, the purchas- 
ing power of wages in Brazil under the 
depreciation of her currency is about half 
what it was when the currency was on a 
sound basis. 

It is possible that there may be some 
farmers who may be deluded into think- 
ing this a pleasant prospect. With the 
nominal price of their products doubled 
and the wages of the “hired men” at 
most only half as much again and the 
debased currency available for scaling 
down their debts 50 per cent., they may 
imagine an era of depreciated paper is- 
sued on a basis of depreciated silver to 
be an era of prosperity. Leaving morals 
aside, it might be so (1) if they should 
never need to borrow any more money 
and (2) if the nominal price of what they 
had to buy was not to advance in the 
same ratio with the nominal price of 
what they had to sell. But since these 
two provisos cannot possibly be fulfilled, 
the farmer would be better off than be- 
fore only in so far as he gained at the 
expense of the creditor and the “hired 
man.” After he had tried his nostrum 
it is certain that he would not like it. 
Meanwhile, how does the worker for 
wages like the prospect of it, he who can- 
not discern or imagine any compensation 
for his certain losses and sufferings? 








HELPING THE TRIEASURY. 


It is customary in this community to 
praise the Associated Banks for their pa- 
triotism and public spirit as often as 
they come to the relief of the distressed 
Federal Treasury. In a like manner the 
action of the foreign bankers in taking 
concerted measures to check the outflow 
of gold is commended. Among reasona- 
ble persons not inspired by hostility to 
banks and bankers it is sufficient to know 
that in such operations as have been re- 
ported down town this week the Clearing 
House banks and private banking con- 
cerns, in the steps they have taken to pro- 
tect the reserve, have departed from their 
usual methods of doing business with- 
out direct profit to themselves from the 
transaction. _This is a sufficient reason 


for speaking of the action as public-spir-. 


ited and patriotic. 

At the same time no one need be sur- 
prised if Populists, both of the Chicago 
and the St. Louis stripe, seize upon the 
restoration of the Treasury reserve and 
the artificial stopping of gold exports as 
material for their arguments, To the 
Populist mind it will be clear that the Na- 
tional banke fill their vaults with specie 





es Ae 
participate in the big profits of the bond 
sales which the depletion of the reserve 
from time to time makes necessary. With 
the foreign bankers who buy and sell ex- 
change the case is still simpler and more 
horrible. These men come together and 
agree that they will withdraw no more 
gold from the Treasury for export. They 
resolve that instead they will sell bills at 
thirty or sixty days, expecting to take 
care of them at maturity by the purchase 
of bills drawn against wheat and cotton 
exports. Thus it appears that the busi- 
ness of exporting gold is entirely within 
the control of these gentlemen. They 
can stop it at any time by relinquishing 
their profits. It is the greed of the ex- 
change dealers, therefore, reaching out 
for their commissions, and not the agita- 
tion of the silver question, that forces 
gold out of the country. Conversely, if 
the exchange men in a time of financial 
distrust and disturbance can stop the ex- 
ports of gold, it must be true that in a 
time of profound financial quiet they 
would be able to set the outward current 
moving if it would suit their purposes. 

This is the way the Populists will rea- 
son, and they will have no difficulty in 
convincing their audiences that profits, 
not patriotism, are the controlling mo- 
tives with the bankers. While these 
views do not obtain in goldbug communi- 
ties, few people even in the East per- 
ceive how extremely absurd it is that in 
a Republic more than a hundred years 
old, and having 70,000,000 of population 
and enormous wealth, private individuals 
should time after time come to the relief 
of the National Treasury by such artifi- 
cial and only temporarily effective meas- 
ures as have been taken this week. The 
attempt to maintain a currency gystem 
in which the holders of a vast amount of 
paper money must look for its redemp- 
tion to a central agency inadequately 
equipped for the work will infallibly re- 
sult in conditlons calling for outside help 
in behalf of the Treasury as often as we 
are forced to pay our debts abroad in 
something besides products. With a 
sound banking and currency system, the 
Treasury would be able to take care of 
itself and gold might be left to follow 
the natural law of its being without giv- 
ing serious concern to anybody. 








THE REASONING OF ST. JOHN. 


The speech of Mr. St. JouHn, as Chair- 
man of the Silver Convention at St. Louis, 
indicates that a man may be capable of 
managing the affairs of a bank in ordi- 
nary times, when the currency is in a 
normal condition, and yet have very de- 
fective reasoning powers when it comes 
to dealing with the principles which un- 
derlie his own business. Nowhere in his 
speech did he state any process of rea- 
soning by which his conclusions were 
reached, but he laid down the conclu- 
sions with whatever weight of authority 
might be credited to his supposed ability 
as a practical banker. Lest anybody 
may be misled by the plausible appear- 
ance of his statements, it will be worth 
while to expose their fallacy and the in- 
consistencies in which a man of defect- 
ive reasoning inevitably entangles him- 
self. 

Mr. St. JoHN exhibited at the start the 
delusion upon which his whole fabric of 
assertions was based, namely, that the 
dollar has no fixed value in itself, but 
that its purchasing power depends upon 
the number in circulation, or, as he states 
it, ‘‘ the value of each dollar expressed in 
prices depends upon the total number of 
dollars in circulation.” This is the no- 
tion at the bottom of the whole fiat- 
money delusion, and, if it were sound, by 
an indefinite increase in the yolume of 
money we could produce a corresponding 
increase in prices. This can be true only 
of depreciating currency, and then it 
would be a disadvantage and not a bene- 
fit. No increase in volume of a gold cur- 
rency would of itself advance prices, 
while an irredeemable paper currency 
would advance them until it collapsed 
into worthlessness, but actual values 
would remain constant save as affected 
by other causes, One would infer from 
Mr. St. Joun’s statement that it made no 
difference what money is made of, quan- 
tity is the determining factor, and there 
is no such thing as a standard. 

In applying his notion he assumes that 
prices have been lowered by a diminu- 
tion of currency in this country, but in 
point of fact it has been enormously in- 
flated in the last seventeen years and the 
volume is greater per capita than ever 
before. It is redundant, and a vast 
amount of capital is idle, money loaning 
at very low rates. He claims that if 
there were twice as many dollars in cir- 
culation wheat would be worth twice as 
much per bushel and its production 
would be so stimulated that money would 
be borrowed at a higher rate of interest, 
to be invested in wheat raising. We all 
know that the price of wheat is fixed in 
foreign markets and that it has been de- 
pressed by heavy production and in- 
creased supplies, but, of course, if our 
dollar were diminished one-half in value, 
the price in our currency would be 
doubled, though a bushel would not be 
“worth ”’ any more. 

Equally curious and irrational are Mr. 
St. JoHN’s remarks directly upon silver. 
He finds Mexico “ conspicuously prosper- 
ous,” though having a foreign trade in- 
debtedness of $20,000,000 a year to pay, 
a condition which he thinks would be 
quite unfavorable in this country, but he 
admits that her silver currency is a de- 
preciated one, and explains it on the 
ground that she has to export silver to 
pay this adverse balance, thereby mak- 
ing “ merchandise” of it, as if both gold 
and silver were not treated the world 
over as merchandise all the time. In 
every settlement of a balance in foreign 
trade there is an exportation of either 
gold or silver at its value as a commod- 
ity. 

Mr. St. Joun next said, in effect, that 
with free coinage of silver there would 
be no contraction of the currency by a 
retirement of gold—though he admitted

pay out silver and the gold would be held 


in the Treasury and the banks would still 


keep theirs in their reserves. If the Treas- 


ury paid ouc silver for its obligations, it 
might keep the gold in the vaults, but it 
would be as completely “retired” as 
though it were in the sea, and we may be 
sure that the banks would hold no such 
valuable assets ‘‘dead’”’ unless indeed 
they reckoned it in their reserves at its 
real exchangeable value. The contrac- 
tion would be actual and disastrous at 
the same time that the value of the cur- 
rency would be depreciated. 

This amazing banking authority pro- 
ceeds to argue that a premium on gold 
would be an advantage because it would 
increase the rate of exchange and there- 
by stimulate exports and diminish im- 
ports, which would produce industrial 
activity here. That is to say, if our dol- 
lar became diminished so that it took 
about $9 instead of $4.88 to be equivalent 
to a pound sterling, we should export a 
lot of commodities because we would be 
getting $9 for every $4.88 worth, but 
should not import much because we 
should have to pay $9 for every $4.88 
worth of foreign goods, and that would 
be greatly to our advantage! Was ever 
such an argument heard before outside 
of bedlam? Why not diminish our bush- 
el and our pound by one-half and so in- 
crease our foreign trade and its profits 
by selling Great Britain twice as many 
bushels of wheat and pounds of cotton? 

But the climax comes when Mr. ST. 
JOHN, after showing the advantages of a 
diluted and depreciated currency through 
a rise in domestic prices and in foreign 
exchange, kicks over his queer fabric by 
maintaining that the result would be that 
silver and gold would come to a parity 
and spoil the whole scheme. Having got 
our great ‘‘balance of trade” agoing, 
Europe would send over gold to pay it, 
as Mexico sends silver abroad, and by 
some unexplained magic that would make 
silver equal to gold at 16 to 1. It could 
not make gold any cheaper and its value 
would determine prices as it does now, 
and then the beneficent agency of a high 
rate of exchange would disappear. Mr. 
ST. JOHN’s intellects appear to be in a 
“parlous state.” 








BISMARCK AND ENGUAND., 

The very striking report that has been 
published of an interview with BIsMaRcK 
on the future ef England shows that, 
however it may be with the aged states- 
man’s political judgment, years have not 
deprived him of his political imagination. 
We do not mean that this is an undesira- 
ble quality in statesmen. In truth, no 
statesman of the order of the ‘‘ conditores 
imperii’”’ has ever been without it. But 
in this interview it certainly appears in 
an unrestrained form. 

In brief, BisMARCK’s view is that as 
England will certainly not consent to 
give up Egypt, and as her occupation of 
Egypt is esteemed an offense and a men- 
ace, for different reasons, both by Rus- 
sia and by France, she is inviting a com- 
bination against her of these two powers, 
already driven into alliance by the exi- 
gencies of the Continental situation. If 
they attack England together, he thinks 
them more than a match for her, and he 
expresses the hope that she will receive 
no help from either Germany or Austria. 
Even though the British fleet be as pow- 
erful as the combined navies of France 
and Russia, it has the whole British Em- 
pire to guard, while the enemies could 
eoncentrate virtually their whole naval 
force in the British Channel, where they 
could beat off the defending fleet, and 
then the march to London wouid be easy. 
The coast defenses of England, says Bis- 
MARCK, are now what they were in WEL- 
LINGTON’s time and could not resist the 
invaders if they should once succeed in 
effecting a landing. 

There is much virtue in that “if It 
is quite true that England’s navy is her 
real coast defense, and Capt. MAHAN has 
lately shown how efficient a defense it 
has been throughout the course of mod- 
ern history. Moreover, it is not so likely 
as the ex-Chancellor assumes it to be that 
England will be, in any event, isolated in 
Europe. It is well known that Prince 
BISMARCK believes that the true interests 
of Germany lie in the direction of an al- 
liance with Russia, and it is probable 
that for such an alliance he would be 
willing to renounce that of Austria, which 
evidently could not act in general concert 
with Russia on account of their opposed 
interests in Southeastern Europe. It is 
equally well known that BISMARCK is op- 
posed to any English connection what- 
ever. But there is no reason to suppose 
that these views prevail at Berlin. Eng- 
land has had the distinct encouragement 
of Germany in her recent procedures in 
North Africa, and that for the reason 
that they have brought relief to the third 
member of the Dreibund. Italy, indeed, 
Prince BIsMARCK leaves entirely out of 
view. Italy’s real interests are not con- 
cerned in the acquisition of Abyssinia, 
but the national pride is involved, and it 
has been made quite clear that she does 
not mean to abandon her scheme of con- 
quest. In that case she is necessarily an 
ally of England as against France and 
Russia. The Italian fleet is formidable 
enough to keep a great part of the French 
fleet busy at home on the Mediterranean, 
if not also on the Atlantic coast. So that 
it would not be true that the combined 
navies of France and Russia would be at 
liberty to attack the British Channel 
squadron. Upon the whole, Prince Bis-

SEARCH RECORDS CENTURIES OLD: 
Gutana Officials Seek Proof of Datch 
Rale on the Orinoco. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—The last issue of 
The Demerara Chronicle, that of July 8, 
which has just reached the Bureau of Amer- 
ican Republics, says: 

“For several weeks past the important 
inquiry, the nature of which was partially 
referred to in an article with regard to the 
relations that, existed between our Dutch 
predecessors in the colony and the aborig- 
inal Indians, has been progressing in the 
Government buildings. 

“The archives at the rear of Guiana pub« 
lic buildings are packed with a mass of 
documents that has been accumulating for 
centuries. Many of them are in the orig- 
inal Dutch and French, and these are being 
systematically cverhauled and translated 
for the purpose of discovering whether or 
not they contain matter that may prove of 
value in strengthening the position the Brit- 
ish Government has maintained in regard to 
the boundary line existing between this 
colony and the adjacent repulWic. 

“The contents of many of these documents 
are, of course, relatively of little value, but 
we learn from conversation current among 
authorities evidently well informed that so 
far as the search has proceeded it has been 
Successful in unearthing several important 
points of evidence that appear to establish 


beyond all doubt that the Dutch colonists 
west of the Essequibo occupied territory 
and exercised jurisdiction to the mouth of 
 Drinee. 
.' The nature of the evidence in this direc 
tion that has already been brought to light 
and the value thereof may be judged from 
the fact that in one of the documents is the 
record of an order by the Dutch Court of 
Policy to erect a fort and station Dutch 
soldiers at their boundary on the Oronoque. 
It appears that a military officer obtained 
audience from the Court of Policy to ask 
for provision being made for troops which 
were expected to arrive daily. There was 
no accommodation for them in Stabroek, 
on Ly had anes to keep them on board 
ship unti roper provisio ve 
for their reception. a a er 
cy e Court of Policy decided that fort 
should be erected at Courabana, Mahateas 
and, as stated, on the Dutch boundary at 
the ‘‘Oronoque.”

try extending to the mouth of the Orinoco. 
The document in question relates to a case 
in which an Indian who had murdered a 
white man in the Amacura district wag 
brought to justice by the French. 
a While the search has revealed other evie« 
ence of the occupation of and jurisdiction 
over the land in dispute by the Dutch, it 
has also directed attention to important 
documents relating to the boundary which 
are probably to be found in the archives of 
Holland. The progress of the inquiry may 
therefore be confidently expected to bring 
to light further documentary proof of the 
extent of the Dutch possessions, as we have 
reason to believe the greater part of the 
records is still untouched.”

—Marie Dorothy Amalia, the Austrian 
Archduchess whom the Duc d’Orleans is 
to marry, is his first cousin, once removed, 
The Princess, born at Alcsruth on June 
14, 1867, is**the eldest daughter of the 
Archduke Joseph—-the Hungarian Archduke 
—Commander in Chief of fhe Hungarian 
Landwehr. {The Archduke is the uncle of 
the Emper and brother of the Queen of 
the Belgia He was married in 1864 to 
Clotilde, Princess of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha, daughter of Prince Augustus and of 
Princess Clementine of Orleans. The 
Princess was long kept waiting to see 
whether the heir to the Austrian throne, 
the Archduke Francis Ferdinand, would 
recover from the ills that assailed him. 
She would have been an altogether fitting 
bride for him, and the Hungarians would 
have warmly welcomed this marriage. Now 
that the Archduke Francis Ferdinand is 
superseded by his married brother-in-law, 
these plans of marriage have been given 
up. o 

—The will of the Comtesse de Rohane 
Chabot, who died in Paris on Feb. 26, is 
likely to give rise to an interesting lawsuit. 
The testatrix, whose maiden name was 
Zefita Heyward, was an American. She 
married Count Guy de Rohan-Chabot in 
1888. The will leaves the Count only 20f., 
and distributes the remainder of a large 
fortune among friends and servants. Much 
of the fortune is now invested in France, 
but the Comtesse possessed over $250,000 
worth of property in the State of New- 
York alone. It is not the Count de Ro- 
han-Cabot who is attacking the testament, 
but the American relatives of his late 
wife. These allege that when the will 
was made the testatrix was mentally de- 
ranged, and only signed through illegal 
influences being brought to pear on her. 
The great question is as to what tribunal 
is competent to decide the dispute. 


—Erdmann Encke, the sculptor, died this 
month at New-Babelsberg, near Potsdam. 
He was born in Berlin on Jan. 26, 1843, 
where he studied at the Royal Academy, 
and afterward in the studio of Albert 
Wolff. His first noteworthy work was the 
great bust of Friedrich Ludwig Jahn, in 
bronze, for the Gymnasium on the Hasen- 
heide, at Berlin. Herr Encke’s subsequent 
works embrace a statue of the Great Elect- 
or for the Berlin Town Hall, the splen- 
didly executed marble statue of Queen 
Louise, which now adorns the Thiergarten, 
and statues of the Great Elector and Fred- 
erick the Great in the Royal Arsenal. In 
1881 he was elected a member of the Acad- 
emy and of the Senate, and in 18838 the 
title of Professor was conferred upon him 
in recognition of his eminent qualities. 


~The bodies of the Marquis de Mores 
and his dragoman, Abd el Hack, have 
reached Gabes, the most southerly town 


of Tunis, sewn up in canvas bags and 
wrapped in matting. They were brought 
back from the desert by a party of French 
Spahi cavalry, sent out a fortnight ago 
from the French outposts of the Sahara. 
The body of the Due de Vallombrosa’s 
son is described as having. melted away, 
either owing to the sun, the dryness of the 
desert, insects, or birds of prey. Not a 
hair was left on his head. He was recog- 
nized solely by a plaster cast of his teeth 
sent by his Paris dentist. The two bodies 
were placed in leaden shells, and will be 
sent by steamer to France. 


—Gen. Count Waldersee has just “been 
made an honorary citizen of the town of 
Altona. His wife is an American lady. 


Miss Marie Esther Lee was the daughter 
of a rich New-York gentleman, and when 
twenty-seven years of age she married 
Prince Friedrich of Schleswig-Holstein, a 
great uncle of the German Empress, and 
on her marriage received the title of Prin- 
cess von Noer. Prince Friedrich died not 
quite a year after his marriage, in 1865, 
and the Princess, after remaining a widow 
for nine years, married Count Waldersee. 
The Countess has always maintained af- 
fectionate terms with the relations of her 
first husband, and is a great favorite with 
the German Emperor and Empress. 


—They do not appear to have much 
knowledge of the value of bibliographical 
treasures in Sydney. At the sale of Sir 
Henry Parkes’s library a fine copy of By- 
ron, containing the signature of the poet’s 
‘“‘Tanthe,” whose real name was Lady 
Charlotte Bacon, and to whom “ Childe 
Harold’? was dedicated, was knocked 
down for the magnificent sum of 7s.

GERMAN VISITORS JEERED AT LILLE 


Pelice Save Socialist Delegates from a 
Violent French Mob, 


Paris, July 23.—A Socialist Congress is 
in progress at Lille, and to-day there ar- 
rived in that city to take part in the pro- 
ceedings a number of German delegates, 

The French delegates went to the rail- 
way station to receive and welcome the 
Germans, and their presence attracted a 
srowd. When the German delegates ap- 
peared outside the station, they found that 
the crowd had prepared a welcome of its 
own for them. They were greeted with 
hoots and jeers and cries of ** Down with 
Germany!” ‘Long live France!” A 
scrimmage ensued, in which several persons 
vere injured. 

The police were speedily on the scene, 
and restored order without much difficulty. 
The disturbance was entirely due to the 
Frerch popular feeling against everything 
German, 


May Cause a Panic in Australia. 


LONDON, July 23.—A petition has been 
presented to the English courts asking for 
the winding up of the Commercial Bank 
sf Australia on the ground that it is un- 
able to pay its debts. The bank’s report 
for the half-year ending June 30 shows a 
debit balance of £24,000. The Times, in its 
issue to-morrow, will deprecate the peti- 
tion, which, it says, may possibly excite 
another panic in Australia. Anyhow, it 
adds, it would have been fairer to have 
awaited the approaching meeting of the de- 
positors in Melbourne. 


Rebel Triumphs in Ecuador. 


Coton, Colombia, July 23.—Advices re- 
seived here from Ecuador are to the effect 
that the rebels have triumphed over the 
Government forces at Cuenca and other 
points, and that they are about to form an 
administration. It is estimated that the 
rebel troops number 2,000 and the Govern- 
Ment troops 2,600. 


Turks Kill 500 Macedonian Rebels. 
VIENNA, July 23.—Advices received here 
from Salonica say that the Turkish troops 
have had a battle with the Macedonian in- 
surgents at Demir Hissar, in which the 
insurgents lost 500 men. The Turks pur- 


sued the insurgents, who took refuge in 
the mountains of Perrin.

Chiquita in Pretty Costumes Enter- 
tains a Party of Guests, 


She is said to be a university graduate; 
she must be a believer in dress reform, for 
she doesn’t wear even a stiff waist under 
her dainty, modish gowns. She can play, 
sing, and dance; she is the most grace- 
ful little lady imaginable, and she is only 
two feet in height. 

Chiquita made her début in New-York 
yesterday in one of the parlors of the Met- 
ropolitan Hotel, where a number of persons 
were invited to see her.

She Declares that Her Posing Was 


Not Immoral, 


Hope Booth, the actress, and John W. 
Hamilton, the manager of the American 
Roof Garden, who were arrested Wednes- 
day on the charge that they were re- 
sponsible for a public nuisance in that they 
were offering a production that was cor- 
rupting the morals of the community, had 
a hearing yesterday before Magistrate Deuel 
in the Jefferson Market Police Court. 

Inspector Harley deciared that the pro- 
duction was more immodest than any- 
thing he had ever seen on the stage. He 
had warned Mr. Hamilton to discontinue the 
production, but he refused to do so.

Miss Booth, in her defense, declared that 
she simply gave a reproduction in her pos- 
ing of the picture, the ‘ Artist’s Dream.”

Mr. Hamilton and his stage manager, 
Robert Fraser, maintained that the pro- 
duction was not improper. 

Magistrate Deuel held the prisoners for 
trial in Special Sessions, and paroled them 
in the custody of their counsel until to-day, 
when bail will be fixed. 





OBITUARY RECORD. 


Dr, Edward Gutmann, 


Dr. Edward Gutmann died Tuesday even- 
ing’at Dr. Lange’s clinic, 691 Lexington 
Avenue. He was born at Halle, Germany, 
in 1828, and was educated at the University 
of Berlin. He came to this country in 
1854 and practiced medicine in this city. 
He founded the Russian baths in Lafayette 
Place, and remained at the head of the es- 
tablishment until 1869, when he sold his 
rights in the concern and gave up his prac- 
tice to travel abroad. 

The next few years of his life Dr. Gut- 


mann devoted to the study of ancient and 
mediaeval art, and in his search for rare 
pictures, books, and statuary, he visited 
Europe, Asia, and Africa, where he made 
a special study of Egyptian art. 

Dr. Gutmann spent several years in 
Rome, Italy, where he gathered a collec- 
tion of books on art, particularly valuable 
publications of the Renaissance period. On 
his return to this city he published a treatise 
on “ The Sarcophagus and the Grave Monu- 
ments of Old Greece and Rome.”’ This 
book was published by subscription, and 
among the subscribers were Queen Victoria, 
King Humbert of Italy, Emperor William 
of Germany, and many other distinguished 
persons in Europe. The only copies sold 
in this country were to the Smithsonian 
Institution and to Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity. 

Dr. Gutmann was a member of the Nat- 
ural History Museum, the Metropolitan 
Art Museum, and the Freundschaft Club. 
He was also the founder, and a prominent 
member of’ the Jewish Society of B’nai 
B'rith. 

Dr. Gutmann’s son-in-law, Moritz Loewy, 
of 332 East Seventy-third Street, visited 
him at 7 o’clock Tuesday evening, and 
died a few hours afterward without hav- 
ing heard of Dr. Gutmann’s death. Dr. 
Gutmann leaves two daughters, one of 
whom lives in Hamburg, Germany, and 
the other is Mrs. Moritz Loewy of this city. 

Leo Foehrding of 125 East Seventy-sixth 
Street, who was Dr. Gutmann’s oldest 
friend in this city, told a reporter for 
THE New-YORK TIMEs yesterday that Dr. 
Gutmann had probably bequeathed his 
splendid library of over six thousand vol- 
umes and his art collection to the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art. 


Seraphin Eugene Spuller. 


Senator Seraphin Eugene Spuller of 
France, Minister of Public Instruction in 
the Cabinet of M. Rouvier in 1887, and 
later Minister of Foreign Affairs in the Ti- 
rard Cabinet, died yesterday at Dijon, after 
a long illness. 

Senator Spuller was born at Seurre (Céte 
d’Or) Dec. 8, 1835. He studied at the Lyce- 


um and the Faculty of Laws at Dijon, and 
became a member of the Paris bar in 1862. 
After having been employed in several po- 
litical cases he abandoned the legal pro- 
fession in order to engage in active political 
life and journalism. He became editor of 
the Europe of Frankfort, and contributed 
to the Nain Jaune, the Journal de Paris, 
and the Journal de Geneve. Having formed 
a friendship with M. Gambetta, he became, 
in 1868, one of the founders of the Revue 
Politique. He was also one of the contrib- 
utors to the Encyclopedie Générale (1869- 
70,) and he vehemently opposed the plebis- 
cite of May, 1870. After the revolution of 
Sept. 4, 1870, he was M. Gambetta’s confi- 
dential friend and secretary, and in Novem- 
ber, 1871, he became the principal editor of 
La République Francaise. He resigned that 
post in 1876, when he was elected a Deputy 
for the Third Arrondissement of Paris. On 
Feb. 6, 1880, he was elected President of the 
Advanced Left Deputies. In 1881 M. Spuller 
was again elected for the Third Arrondisse- 
ment and was called to the wipe Office 
as Under Secretary. In 1882 he retired with 
the rest of the Gambetta Government, and 
from 1883 onward was one of the four Vice 
Presidents of the Chamber and a member of 
the Budget Commission, being especially 
charged with the Budget of the Foreign 
Ministry. He was a member of the Rou- 
vier Cabinet as Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion in 1887, and 1 a Minister of For- 
eign Affairs in the Tirard Cabinet. He was 
elected a Senator in 1892. 


Obituary Notes, 


—Surgeon C. S. D. Fessenden, United 
States Marine Hospital Service, died at Salem; 
Mass., yesterday at the age of sixty-eight years. 
He was aapenet to the Marine Hospital Serw- 
ice April 4, 1861, and was in charge success- 
ively of the Marine Hospitals at Portland, Me.; 
New-York \City, St. Louis, Mo.; Norfolk, Va.; 
Louisville, Ky., and at Mobile, Ala. On Nov. 
22, 1895, he was placed on waiting orders on 
account of physical disability. 

—Allen Pringle of Picton, Ontario, recog- 
nized as the leading beekeeper of Ontario, and 
who had charge of the honey exhibit by the 
Ontario Government at the orld’s Fair, is 
dead. Mr. Pringle was a contributor te many 
leading magazines, both in the United States 
and Canadas.

Stirring Mecting of Kings County 


Democrats—Pavor a Third ‘Ticket 
=—They Repudinte Repzudiators of 
Sound Democracy—Urge Others to 
Work Against the Chicngo Ticket 
—Four Silwer Men Try to Outtalk 


the Regular Speakers, 


The Brooklyn Democratic Club held a 
meeting at its rooms, 201 Montague Street, 
last night, to take action on a resolution 
prepared by the Executive Committee, re- 
lating to the platform of the Chicago Con- 
vention. Before the meeting was over it 


was called upon to act, on a resulution 
favoring a third ticket. i 

In view of the absence in the country of 
many members an attendance that nearly 
filled the clubrooms evinced the interest 
taken in the object of the meeting, and 
this was further attested when, as the 
meeting progressed, each of a number,of 
speakers drew forth a carefully prepared 
typewritten speech. . 

President William C. Redfield called the 
meeting to order, and after the reading of 
the minutes by Secretary Cyril H. Burdett, 
the resolution on the party platform was 
read by Daniel Moynahan, Chairman of 
the Executive Committee, who announced 
that it represented the unanimous senti- 
ment of the members of the Committee. 

The resolution was as follows: 

Whereas, the convention recently held in Chi- 
cago has cut loose from Democratic principles by 
a totally unjustifiable attack upon the Supreme 
Court, upon the currency of the country, and 
eee the present Administration; now, therefore, 
~ Resolved, That we, the Brooklyn Democratic 
Club, repudiate such sentiments as being un- 
democratic, unsound, and inherently bad, and 
urge Democrats to refuse to vote for the candi- 
dates who stand before the American people as 
representing such principles. 

The discussion that followed the offering 
of the resolution revealed that there were 
a few silver men in the rear of the room, 
and, though only four in number, they suc- 
eeeded in infusing some noisy variety into 
the otherwise calm consideration of the cur- 
rency question. 

Dr. Henry Entor spoke first in support of 
the resolution. He said he had long been 
content to stick to pills, but when Populists 
assumed the robe of Democracy worn by 
Thomas Jefferson, he thought it time to 
raise his voice in indignant protest. “I 
want an honest dollar,” said he. ‘I might 
add to the plethoric condition of my purse 
by taking $53 worth of my grandfather’s 
silver to pay a hundred-dollar debt, but I 
would feel that it was bartering honor for 
legislative fiat.” 

The doctor said he felt the utmost con- 
tempt for those who would cast a slur on 
the highest tribunal in the land, and he had 
no use for a candidate who is the friend of 


Altgeld and his stripe, the nominee of a 
convention delirious with emotionel passion 
and overcome by the effusions of the ora- 
torical hypnotist. He characterized the 
Chicago Convention as the worst case of 
political hysteria that history has recorded, 

Mr. Moynahan was the next speaker. He 
said: 

Before becoming in accord with this motion 
I have sought in every way known to reason to 
see the light, as our brothers in the West see 
it, for I am drawn to the Western country and 
the Western people by every. tie recognized as 
sacred among men. I must confess aiso to a 
prejudice against the action sought by this 
resolution growing out of the, to my _ mind, 
selfish and unpatriotic spirit manifested by the 
moneyed men in the Democratic Party around 
me in declaring at once for the Republican can- 
didate, without even the preliminary of a 
council of war, while the rank and file—in the 
face of the leaders tumbling over one another 
in their eagerness to join the common enemy— 
stand silent, with closed ranks, if for no other 
purpose than to save the framework of organ- 
ized Democracy. 

One of the eternal principles of the Demo- 
cratic Party—changeless as the everlasting hills 
—is, and always has been, that the coin of the 
country shall be intrinsically of the value which 
it nominally represents. 

Another of the eternal principles of the Demo- 
cratic Party is opposition to centralization of 
power in the general Governmeni. The Chicago 
platform proclaims in favor of the most extreme 
measure of centralization ever enacted by Con- 
gress, whereby the general Government was em- 
powered to invade the home and the private busi- 
ness of every citizen in every State. 

Another of the eternal principles of the Dem- 
ocratic Party is that the powers of government 
shall not be used for the enrichment of the few 
at the expense of the many. The Chicago Con- 
vention, after declaring against all the resultant 
evils of protection, has gone to the wildest ex- 
treme on the protection line, providing for the 
creation of an army of silver barons, not alone 
at the expense of the people generally, but in 
addition thereto by the stamp and bond of this 
industrial Nation as a whole- 

Those of us who have studied the history of the 
Democratic Party in the light of this convention 
will be pardoned for asking, ‘‘ Upon what meat 
doth these our new Caesars feed that they 
explain those eternal principles and those time- 
honored customs so differentiy from the old 
leaders, they have cast aside so ruth- 
lessly?’’ 

If this resolution were the mere forerunner of 
what is known as a “ bolt ’’ on the question of 
candidates, or the method by which their nomi- 
nation was secured, I would not waste words with 
it, but we are confronted not alone with a condi- 
tion to say the least humiliating, but we have 
flaunted in our face a theory calculated to de- 
stroy all confidence in Democracy and in our per- 
sonal honesty. The task before us is to vindicate 
both. 

To our brothers of the, West and South we 
must say, as the lawyerg put it, that conven- 
tion was only the General Term; we will take 
this question to the court of last resort, and their 
decision we must abide by whether we will or 
not, 

Mr. E. S. Brownson, who followed, said, 
in the course of a carefully prepared paper: 


This platform puts the money question at the 
head. As the great cure-all, it demands the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver, at the arti- 
ficial valuation of 16 ounces of silver to 1 
ounce of gold, and demands full legal-tender 
power for such coins. As incidental to and flow- 
ing from this unsound position, it demands the 
right to pay all debts of the United States in 
either silver or gold coin, which is a miserable 
subterfuge for payment in silver, because if gold 
or gold value were intended, the whole reference 
to it would be superfluous. 

To go into the real causes underlying the rela- 
tive values of gold and silver would take more 
time than is now at my disposal. Adam Smith 
gives, in my estimation, the true cause. He 
says that the experience of his time shows that 
the precious metals were imported into Europe 
in the relative quantities of a little over twenty- 
two ounces of silver to one ounce of gold, and 
that enough of the excess of silver was export- 
ed to Asia in payment for goods to bring the 
ratio down to sixteen ounces of silver to one 
ounce of gold. 

The cause of the relative value of the two 
metals then consists of two factors, the pro- 
portional production of the two metals and 
the amount used in payment for goods re- 
ceived from Asia. Our free coinage, there- 
fore, must either change the relative production 
of the two metals, or else it must change the 
value and quantity of goods exported from Asia 
to Europe, or the artificial ratio of our coin- 
age, 16 to 1, will sink to the actual ratio of 
about 82 to 1. 

Now when we bear in mind the fact that 
the United States Government, for four years, 
during which we were the largest producers of 
silver in the world, took out of the market our 
whole domestic product, and yet saw the price 
fall from $1.07% per ounce to 62 cents per 
ounce, it is evident that free coinage can give 
our Government no more command over the 
silver market than the purch&se of our domestic 
product did. The oe difference will be that 
instead of silver depreciating 40 cents per ounce, 
our dollars will depreciate 40 cents per dollar. 

We are led to suppose that this free coinage 
action is intended as a blow at Wall Street. 
Nobody who has any knowledge of Wall Street 
dreams of its having any such effect. On ths 
contrary, it will make more business than Wall 
Street has had in years. The old gold board will 
be re-established, and add another articie to trade

Some one told him that no one had talked 
for McKinley, and he rather inconsistently 
asked: ‘Then what are you doing here?” 

George E. O’Hara, another silver man 
back in the hall, jumped up then and ad- 
vocated a temporizing policy, on the ground 
apparently that where there was so much 
smoke there must be some fire, and, there- 
fore, since the silver men had _ spoken, 
there must be some justice in their cause. 

Some one asked an unimportant question 
of the speaker and was answered by Dr, 
De Kremen, a lone silver man in one of the 
front seats, 

His interference was objected to, where- 
upon the doctor, who proved to be of flery 
temperament, jumped up and talked of 
what constituted true Democracy. 

He was ruled out of order, and President 
Redfield rapped his gavel and ordered the 
obstreperous doctor to take his seat. The 
doctor only became more noisy, whereupon 
T. S. Nye demanded that he take his seat or 
be requested to leave the room. The doctor 
subsided for the time being, but frequently 
interrupted the following speakers with his 
remarks and queries. 

Francis Gottsberger then spoke and said 
that he was glad the other side had been 
heard from, because it enabled him with 
facts and figures to answer some of their 
arguments which were based on erroneous 
information. 

Mr. Gottsberger then reviewed the mone- 
tary legislation of the United States and 
quoted passages from the Constitution bear- 
ing on money to show that it did not make 
gold and silver the money metals of the 
United States, and that the only mention of 
gold and silver was in Article I., Section 
10, which prohibits any State from ‘“ coin- 
ing money or making anything but gold and 
silver coin a tender in payment of debts.” 
Section 1 gave Congress the power to “ coin 
money, and regulate the value thereof, and 
of foreign coin.”’ 

Dr. de Kremen then told why he had be- 
come a believer in silver. In substance he 
said that it was because he had seen only 
abuse heaped upon the silverites. ‘‘ What 
argument,”’ he asked, “ has been presented 
here to-night?” 

This was received with a laugh. 

The yeas and nays were then called for. 
All but four were in the affirmative. 

After resolutions were adopted on the 
death of ex-Gov. Russell of Massachusetts, 
Mr. Nye presented and spoke to the follow- 
ing resolutions: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this club that 
a candidate for President of the United States 
and a candidate for Vice President of the United 
States who shall be really Democratic should be 
nominated, and that a platform which shall con- 
tain principles that are wholly Democratic, and 
no principle that is not Democratic, should be 
adopted upon which such candidates shall stand. 

Resolved, That we call upon all Democratic or- 
ganizations in the State of New-York at once to 
take steps to the end that these things may be 
accomplished. 

Resolved, That the Chair appoint a committee 
of five to urge these things upon such organi- 
zations, 

Resolved, That we pledge the hearty support of 
this club to such candidacy and such platform. 

These resolutions were unanimously 
adopted, the silver men having left the 
rooms, and a telegram was sent to the 
sound-money conference at Chicago an- 
nouncing the fact.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE ACTIVE. 


Special Meeting to Decide on Sound- 
Money Campaign, 


The Chamber of Commerce of the State 
of New-York began more definitely its cam- 
paign for sound money yesterday. 

The Chamber believes that an active can- 
vass, conducted along lines of full and well- 
reasoned discussions, will result in the over- 
throw of Populism and free silverism, and 
it intends to take prominent part in such 
@ canvass. 


The occasion of the weekly meeting of 
the Executive Committee of the Committee 
on Sound Financial Legislation was used 
to launch the campaign for honest money. 

Some of the members, among them Gus- 
tav H. Schwab, Chairman of the Sound 
Finance Committee, wented to wait until 
the noise of conventions is no longer heard, 

“We want to get through with the Pop- 
ocrats and see McKinley’s letter of accept- 
ance before we act,” said Mr. Schwab, after 
the meeting. ‘‘We can then bring up the 
rear. It is only on extraordinary occasions 
that we move this soon, but I don’t think 
any one will deny that the present occasion 
is very extraordinary.” 

The meeting was not public, but Mr. 
Schwab and other members told what had 
been done. There were present Gustav H. 
Schwab, Chairman; W. H. Schieffelin, Louis 
Windmiiller, John C. Hendricks, and others. 

Mr. Schwab said that the business before 
the ‘nesting had been mostly routine. It 
would continue its work of sending out lit- 
erature on sound money. He said, further, 
that it had been decided to call a special 
meeting of the Chamber of Commerce. 

The object of this special meeting. will be 
to consider what further action should be 
taken in opposing the present agitation for 
the free coinage of silver, and to aid in the 
maintenance of the present gold standard. 

Tho meeting will be called soon. There 
was some discyssion as to how soon it 
should be held, "some members wanting it 
at once, others a week hence, and still 
others wanting it delayed for at least two 
weeks. 

Those who were in favor of an early 
meeting seemed to have prevailed, and it 
was understood that a call will be issued for 
a meeting either next week or early in the 
week thereafter,

Democrats into one class, and denouncing 
all together under the name of National 
Democracy. Mr. McKinley continues to 
discuss the tariff, which has ceased to be 
an actual issue in this campaign as com- 
pletely as slavery, and the Republican 
press and leaders persist in deriding all 
Democrats en masse. They jeer at Democ- 
racy, and yet admit that the doubtful 
States are those where Republicanism has 
been dominant for thirty years. 

‘*Such a policy persisted in can have but 
one effect—it will arouse the innate party 
loyalty of patriotic Democrats; it will make 
them angry, and will result in drawing 
sharp party lines. It is difficult enough for 
a Democrat to contemplate the possibility 
of voting for McKinley, or to look upon 
him as the leader of any great cause, and 
the present course of the Republicans is 
tending to make it impossible. If they 
continue in this line, one thing will cer- 
tainly happen—the sound-money Democrats 
will nominate a third ticket, and thus di- 
vide the sound-money vote in the great 
battleground of the Middle West to save 
the vote from drifting back to the Chicago 
ticket. 

Republicans Need Aid. 

“The Republicans will need in November 
all the aid they can obtain from sound- 
money Democrats. If they think they can 
hold their natural strength through the 
Middle West, or even in some parts of the 
Bast, by the single tendency to party alle- 
giance, they are mistaken. A free-silver en- 
thusiazm has obtained a hold upon Repub- 
licans throughout the West and the farm- 
ing communities of the East quite as strong 
as upon Democrats, and they cannot be di- 
verted from their purpose by either appeals 
to party loyalty or discussion of a dead 
issue. 

“It is evident that the free-silver vote is 
to be united. They are only differing at St. 
Louis as to whether they shall unite on 
candidates now or with different candidates 
divide up the Electors by States. In either 
case the vote will be united on election day. 
It should be opposed by a solid and united 
sound-money vote. It never can be if, in 
addition to McKinley, Democrats must vote 
for McKinleyism and all that it represents. 
The issues of the past should be buried until 
the country has been rescued by patriotic 
action from its present peril. 

“It ought to be plain to all thoughtful 
and patriotic Republicans that the time has 
come when ‘it is absolutely necessary for 
all good citizens to drop, for the time be- 
ing, partisanship and work together ear- 
nestly and intelligently for the common 
good. To trifle with a crisis so serious as 
this, or to attempt to ignore or belittle it, 
would be both a blunder and a crime. I 
think that at the present moment the mul- 
titudes of sound-money Democrats repre- 
sented by the 254 delegates who refused to 
vote in the Chicago Convention are fully 
awake to the danger which confronts the 
Nation, and are willing to co-operate, heart- 
ily and honestly, with equally patriotic 
members of other parties in any rational 
movement to stamp out this heresy. How 
long they will continue in this frame of 
mind no man can tell. But one fact is cer- 
tain—the present responsibility for meeting 
this situation rests upon the Republican 
candidates and leaders, and if they are to 
act intelligently and patriotically there is 
no time to lose.” 

Ex-Gov. Flower’s Views. 


Ex-Gov. Flower discussed the possibility 
of a third ticket in his office yesterday af- 
ternoon, when a reporter for THE NEw- 
YorK TIMES called. 

“‘I believe,’’ he said, “‘ that a third ticket 
would be advisable, because it would give 
opportunity for many Democrats who would 
hesitate to fight for McKinley, to take part 


in the campaign against Bryan. Gold-stand- 
ard Democrats ought to do everything in 
their power to defeat Bryan. Gold-standard 
clubs ought to be formed, and a campaign 
ought to be made which will show the 
fallacy of the free-silver men’s argumant. 
There is a host of Democrats who woulc he 
glad to help in this work, who would hesi- 
tate to attend McKinley meetings or to go 
upon the stump themselves and speak for a 
Presidential candidate against whose tariff 
ideas they have been fighting for years. 

“The sound-money clubs, with a sound- 
monex Democrat in the field, would make a 
much more aggressive fight for sound 
money than they otherwise would. ‘They 
ought to have opportunity to do it.’ 

Iix-Gov. Flower pointed out that the sil- 
ver heresy—the belief that the free patnage 
of dollars worth but 53 cents would help 
laboring men—ought not to appeal to a 
large and intelligent class of workingmen 
in the country. He cited the employes 
of railroads. 

‘“‘There are several millions of railway 
employes in the country,” he said, ‘to 
whom this proposition, as it seems to me, 
need only to be stated for them to realize 
the facts in the case. The railroad com- 
panies are now charging for carrying pas- 
sengers and freight all that the law al- 
lows in some instances, and all that pub- 
lic sentiment will stand in others. How can 
the companies increase the wages of these 
employes? There are perhaps 20,000 to 3v,- 
000 employes of a single railroad corpora- 
tion in this State, and they are a class 
of men who, from the necessities of their 
work, must be level-headed, intelligent men. 
Even if dollars were to be coined which 
are worth but a quarter, how can these 
men expect an increase in salary? More- 
over. if the Populists’ idea were to win, it 
is their programme to reduce the revenue 
of the railroad companies. 

“The employes of street railways form 
another class. The rate of fare which street- 
car companies may charge is limited to 
5 cents. How can the companies _in- 
crease the wages of their men? The police- 
men and firemen in cities and towns 
form another class which it seems to me 
cannot expect to gain anything by the 
coining of cheap dollars. Their salaries 
are fixed by law. 

“If all these people are only informed of 
the simple facts on this money question, it 
seems to me their good sense will settle 
the battle for sound money.” 


Possible Effect of Third Ticket. 


The possible effects of a third ticket in 
the campaign in this State are causing anx- 
iety among Democrats who are for “ reg- 
ularity.”” The Reform Democracy is on rec- 
ord as favoring a third ticket, and that 


there will be a set of Presidential Electors 
in the field which this element of the party 
will support has. been emphatically stated 
by some of their number. They are already 
talking of a place on the official ballot for 
these Electors, under the party emblem of 
the full-rigged ship, which stood at the 
head of their column last election. 

If this ticket were on the ballot, doubt- 
less thousands of Democrats, who would 
not otherwise vote under that emblem, 
would take occasion to register their pro- 
test against the silver candidates by voting 
for these Electors, unless there were sound- 
money Electors under the regular Demo- 
cratic star on the same blanket ballot. 

The men who were largely responsible for 
the firm stand of the New-York delega- 
tion at Chicago in refusing to participate 
in the proceedings of the convention after 
the platform of repudiation was adopted 
will doubtless maintain the same attitude 
toward Bryan and Sewall at the State Con- 
vention. As no Presidential Electors have 
been nominated,.the question in some form 
will come before the State Convention. 
Speaking of this matter yesterday, ex-Gov. 

ower, the Ghairman of the delegation at 
Chicago, said: 

“It would, of course, be very agreeable 
if the State Convention indorsed the action 
of this State’s representatives at Chicago.”

PRACTICAL TALKS ON SILVER. 


Free Coinage and Business, 


Is the opinion of a New-York business 
man on the silver question worth anything 
—a man who is at the head of a large in- 
dustrial establishment, which gives em- 
ployment to hundreds of workingmen? I 
think so. I had an opporiunity yesterday 
to hear a man of this sort express his 
views on the great question of the day, 
the proper solution of which is of such 
vast importance to the American people. 

I chanced to be in this man’s counting 
room when a middle-aged woman, wearing 
the garb of a widow, ways ushered in. 

‘“*T came to see you about the furnace,” 
the woman said. ‘‘ You know I promised 
to let you know about it.” 

“Want us to go ahead and put it in, I 
suppose.”’ 

“Oh, no. I wish I could say that, but 
I can’t. I shall have to go without it an- 
other Winter. It’s a great disappointment 
to me, but it can’t be helped.” 

‘* What's the trouble?” 

“Why,” the woman answered, blushing 
a little, ‘‘I can’t pay for it. You see, I 
expected to get the money from the sale of 
a bond my husband left me when he died 
eight months ago. We hadn’t quite paid 
for our house, and I was obliged to use 
most of the life insurance money to take up 
the mortgage that came due righ® away 
and to fix things up a little, so that the 
place might be attractive to boarders. 

“I hoped I'd have enough left to pay 
for a furnace, for it’s pretty hard to keep 
boarders in a house that isn’t well heated; 
but the money gave out, and I’d nothing 
left but this bond. I hated to gell the bond, 
because ,the price was way down, but I 
made up my mind I'd got to have the fur- 
nace. and had decided to turn the bond 
into money. Before I got round to do it 
that horrible convention out in Chicago 
declared for silver, and ever since then 

. * : 
my poor little bond has been sinking, sink- 
ing down. I’m afraid there won’t be any- 
thing worth speaking of left of it, if that 
man Bryan is elected,’ 

There was not much 
shape of consolation for this unfortunate 
woman. She wouldn’t buy a furnace, ex- 
cept for cash, although a very liberal offer 
was made her. 

‘Hope for the best, Mrs. Williams,’’ the 
furnace manufacturer said. ‘I can’t be- 
lieve this country_ will be turned over to 
the silver men. So long as you are not 
willing to go in debt for your furnace my 
advice to you is to hold on to your bond 
and wait. I know the silver men are 
strong, but 1 believe the sober-minded vot- 
ers of the country will overmatch them 
election day.” 

After the woman had gone, the furnace 
man tgrned to me and said: 

That’s what’s going on here all the 
time. The people are worried. There never 
has been in my time a Presidential cam- 
paign like this.

We 
all know no good could come through the 
establishment of free coinage; we all know 
that immense damage would be caused by 
it.

TACOMA AND SATANIC, 


Sail a Very Close Race over South 
Boston Yacht Club Course. 


Boston, July 23.—The third of the races be- 
tween the Tacoma and the Satanic was sailed to- 
day, and was won by the Tacoma by the narrow 
margin of 26 seconds, The match, with its stakes 
of $10 a side, together with the fifty-dollar piece 
of plate offered the winner .by Frank Norton, thus 
goes to Tacoma, but yachtsmen are still not satis-

To-day’s race was over the South Boston Yacht 
Club’s course at City Point, and was sailed in a 
fresh westerly breeze, which compelled the boats 
to carry double reefs.

The Tacoma’s victory 
was, therefore, almost a foregone conclusion, 
particularly as she had one leg of spinnaker 
work, where she is particularly fast. The race 
was a most exciting one, though, as the hoats 
were never more than half a minute apart at any 
of the turns in the course. 

The boats were about even on the reaching 
legs, and Satanic pulled away on the one long, 
close hauled leg, which the course afforded, but 
not enough to win, though she covered the course 
in 15 seconds better actual time than Tacoma. 
The boats will probably meet in the open race 
at Hull Saturday.

HOW MEXICO WOULD PROFIT. 





If Free Coinage of Silver Were Estabe 
lished in the United States. 


To the Editor of The New-York Times: 

At the present time the Mexican silver 
dollar brings in this country only about 54 
cents in exchange for our silver dollar, al- 
though it contains a larger quantity of 
silver than ours does. It is simply taken 
here at its commercial value, whereas tha 
United States silver dollar goes in Mexica 
in its purchasing power for two of their 
dollars. It is quite evident, therefore, if 
the United States Government should pass 
a free and independent 16-to-1 silver-coin« 
age law, the Mexican Government would, 
if it is smart, immediately pass a law te 
adopt the United States dollar as the money, 
of its country in substitution of its pres- 
ent standard, and make it mandatory for 
all Mexican silver dollars to be forwarded 
to the United States Mint to be convert- 
ed into United States dollars. The Mexican 
dollar, now only worth 54 cents, after be- 
ing melted down by the United States Minf 
and coined into a United States dollar; 
would be worth double its present value 
have twice the purchasing power, and 
would carry as well a credit of 2 cents 
that being the bullion value of the Mexica 
dollar above the United States dollar. ~ 

If this be possible for the Mexican Gov«< 
ernment, the European nations will be apt 
scholars, and follow the example of Mex< 
ico in the conversion of their silver money, 
of which they hold $1,500,000,000 in amount. 
They will want back in exchange, how- 
ever, our gold, of which we have $500,000,- 
000 altogether in this country, which will 
only provide for 331-3 per cent. of their 
silver holdings, and to get that amount 
they will have to be quick to act so as to 
capture it before it goes into other chan- 
nels. The competition for our $500,000,000 
of gold would beat everything on record 
The race would be with the swift.

jALL BUT ONE WERE BEATEN AT THE 
' BRIGHTON TRACK YESTERDAY. 


Lehman the Only Public Choice That 
Got the Money—Backers of Azure 
and Bonaparte Saw Their “Good 
Things ” Go Through Successfully 
—Ajax, Trayant, and Mirage Were 
the Other Winners — Farthing 
Burst a Blood Vessel and Fell, 


They knocked over favorites in the old- 
fashioned style at Brighton Beach yester- 
day, in spite of the new stand and the new- 
fashioned way of running things at the 
track by the sea. But there was some con- 
Solation for the men who failed to back the

RACING IN A STRONG WIND 





FAST TIME MADE OVER THE 
COURSES AT LARCHMONT. 


Musme Led All the Way in the Thirty- 
Foot Class—Raccoon Had Her Sail 
SplHt—Dragoon Won from Acushla, 
but the Hanan Boat Was Badly 
Handicapped—Presto Broke Her 
Tiller, and Paprika Capsized After 
the Race. 


A strong northwest wind favored the 
yachts at Larchmont yesterday and sent 
them over the courses in fine style. It was 
almost too strong for the small boats, and 
some of them met with slignt mishaps. 

The races yesterday were for forty-foot 


sloops, the thirty-four, thirty, twenty-one, 
and fifteen foot special classes, and cabin 
catboats. They were started by the Re- 
gatta Committee from the tug Luckenbach 
at 11:30 o’clock. The courses selected were 
to a stakeboat off Parsonage Point, then to 
a@ spar buoy off Red Springs Point, in 
Hempstead Harbor; then to the fininishing 
line. This was sailed twice over by all ex- 
cept the twenty-one and fifteen footers and 
cabin catboats. These sailed over a smaller 
triangle inside the big one. 

The first starting signal was given at 
11:35. This was for the forty and thirty- 
four footers. The Awa led the Choctaw 
over the line by 45 seconds. These two were 
entered in a regular class. The Choctaw 
and the Uvira were sailing a match race, 
in which the Uvira was to allow the Choc- 
taw six minutes. At the start the Choctaw 
was twenty-four seconds ahead of the 
Uvira. They were on the port tack, and it 
was a reach to the first mark, a ‘broad 
reach to the second, and a beat home. The 
Awa led the Choctaw all around the course 
and won by 4 minutes 27 seconds. The 
Uvira passed the Choctaw on the second 
leg and finally won her race with 5 min- 
utes and 52 seconds to spare. 

The Dragoon won from the Acushla, but 
she would not have won but for a mishap 
to the Acushla. In going out to the start- 
ing line the Acushla got a knockdown, 
shipped a sea, and had her cockpit half 
filled with water. This had to be pumped 
out, and she was handicapped 3 
minutes 21 seconds at the start. 
Tho actual times at the start were: 
Dragoon, 11:35:53; Acushla, 11:41:21. The 
Hanan boys are two of the pluckiest sail- 
ors on the Sound, and they made the best 
of the mishap, and then started off for a 
long stern chase. At the end of the first 
round the times were: Dragoon, 1:36:56; 
Acushla, 1:40:47, so that the Acushla had 
cut down a lot of her rival's lead, and if 
she did as well on the second round she 


would win. 

The wind lightened a little shortly after 
1 o'flock, and the reef was shaken out on 
Acushla. It freshened up again and the 


boat did not do so well. Then, when on the 
second leg of the course, her jib split, and 
it had to be taken in and another set. In 
spite of this, in actual sailing time the 
Acushla beat the Dragoon by 1 second, but, 
on aceount of her big handicap she lost 
the race. 

The thirty-footers made a rattling good 
contest. They were started at 11:51 and 
went over the line in close order. 
Raccoon was last, but ‘Al’? Camacho lufted 
her under the stern of the Luckenback 
and got the weather position. The Mai was 
the leader at the first mark, followed by 
Musme, Raccoon, Carolina, and Departure. 
The Musme led all around the course and 
won a closely contested race. The Carolina 
was able to slip into second place through 
Musme and Mai having a luffing match on 
the second round. The throat halyards of 
the Mai parted near the Hempstead mark. 
The damage was repaired and she kept on 
in the race. . 

The Raccoon had the hard luck in this 
class. On the first round the jaws of the 
gaff slipped off the mast and punctured a 
slight hoie in the mainsail. The sail had to 
be lowered to replace the gaff. On the last 
leg the Departure and Raccoon indulged in 
a luffing match, and Camacho was just 
congratulating himself on getting the best 
of it, when the wind got in the hole in the 
mainsail and ripped it to pieces. The Rac- 
coon was taken in tow by the steamer Du- 
quesne.

PROBLEMS IN COASTING, 


Expected that Old Theories Will Be 
Exploded in the Coming Gontest. 


At the coasting contest in Buffalo last week 
every rider weighing over 160 pounds was penal- 
ized one foot per pound. What effect this had 
on the race is not known, all reports being un- 
satisfactorily silent concerning the weights of 
riders and machines alike. Asked yesterday if 
any such penalties would be imposed in the 
Metropolitan Association of Cycling Club’s coast- 
ing contests on Aug. 15, a member of the com- 
mittee responded emphatically in the negative. 
He stated the rules governing the affair will pro- 
vide for no restrictions whatever on the weight 
of either wheel or rider, and advanced the be- 
lief that the contest would forever set at rest the 
claims that ‘‘ weight is everything’’ in an event 
of the sort. Particular pains will be taken to note 
not only the weights of the leading contestants, 
but the gears and the positions of the saddles 
and other points which it is stated are material 
factors in coasting, although one mechanical ex- 
pert has placed himself on record by asserting 
that tires more than any other one thing are re- 
sponsible for momentum down hill. 

It is certainiy a perplexing problem, and if 
proper notes are made at the contest next month, 
there is no doubt that much light will be shed on 
the vexed question. 

The association’s contests—for trials of both 
tandems and single wheels are included—will be 
the fairest and fullest tests that have yet been 
made. It is an indisputable fact that wind re- 
sistance is a most powerful agent to contend 
against, and to equalize matters as much as 
possible, the twelve: competitors who coast the 
longest distance will be restarted in batches of 
three; the six then coasting the furthest to be 
again restarted; the three leaders to be then 
started in the final heat, which will decide their 
positions and the awards of prizes. 

The hill for the contest willbe decided on to- 
morrow. It is certain that it will be situated in 
New-Jersey, near either Montclair or Summit, 
the members of the committee being divided in 
their preferences, 

Entries will close on Aug. 10 with W. E. 
Scudder, 45 William Street, this city.

SHE TOOK ACID IN. THE STREET. 





Nellie Martin Died Afterward in a 
Hospital—Led a Wayward Life. 


Having become despondent because of the 
unhappy life she had been leading, and be- 
ing without means, Nellie Martin, twenty- 
one years old, committed suicide vesterday 
morning by taking carbolic acid. 

She swallowed the poison while on the 
sidewalk at Eighth Avenue and Thirty- 
first Street, in the presence of a number of 
passers-by. She was picked up in an un- 
conscious condition and taken to Roosevelt 
Hospital, where she died. 

The ycung woman had been noticed walk- 
ing up and down the avenue in an excited 
state in the early morning. She went into 
the liqueur store at the northeast corner of 
Thirty-first Street and borrowed a tumbler 
from the barkeerer under the pretense thai 
she wanted to take some medicine. Then 
she went out to the sidewalk, and, pour- 
ing a quantity of carbolic acid into the 
tumbler, drank the poison. She screamed as 
the poison touched her lips, and William 
Hunt of 254 Seventh Avenue, who had no- 
ticed her actions, ran to her assistance, but 
before he reached her she fell unconscious. 

In her pocket was found a letter inclosed 


in an envelope addressed ‘“‘To Whom It 
May Concern.” The letter, which was writ- 
ten in pencil on a single sheet of note paper, 
was as follows: 

Jack—I am about to end my life: I Don’t know 
whether I will be successfull or not, but only pray 
to god that I am. You Offered the best you 
could, but it was to good to except off. I Blame 
myself and no one else. I deserved all I got and 
more, it is time I learned a lesson but I am 
afraid it is to late Jack don’t think anything 
wrong of me. I am simply despondent. I tried 
my best, but could’ not make ends meet, so what 
am I to do; my heart is fairly broken and I see 
nothing left to do. Jack, if I should be lucky 
enough to be successful, you know where my 
father lives, but Jack you know. I will now 
close, hoping never to bother you or any one else 
again; please excuse as I am in haste.

P. S.—Please excuse paper, as I am broke.

P. S.—Jack, I suppose you don’t care. You did 
not believe me when [I told you, but I will make 
an attempt. 

At the hospital the young woman was 
identified by John McCormick of 337 West 
Twenty-first Street, the ‘“ Jack "’ to whom 
the letter was addressed. He told the hos- 
pital authorities that Nellie had not been 
living with her parents for nearly five 
years, but had been leading a wayward 
life. He had often befriended her. She 
had told her parents that she was married 
to him, but he said this was false, although 
he admitted that about a year ago he, at 
the urgent request of Nellie, had told her 
parents that she was his wife. 

McCormick said that the last time he saw 
Nellie was Wednesday night, when she told 
him that she had been locked out of a 
house in West Twenty-first Street, where 
she occupied a room, because she was with- 
out means. McCormick urged her to ac- 
company him to his home, where his mother 
would give her shelter for the night, but 
she refused, as she said she would rather 
walk the streets than be dependent upon 
any one’s charity. Then he left her and 
heard nothing further about her until he 
learned that she had ended her life. 

Nellie’s father is James Martin, a respect- 
able old man, who lives with his wife and a 
grown-up son at 225 West End Avenue, tak- 
ing care of a private residence. Mrs. Martin 
is his second wife, and it was on account of 
a disagreement with her stepmother that 
Nellie left home over four years ago. 

Mrs. Martin wished Nellie to take a place 
as a servant, but the girl, who was head- 
strong, rebelled and left home to make her 
own living. Her parents heard little about 
her, and what they did hear was not pleas- 
ant. Her father said that he was con- 
vinced that his daughter was not leading 
a proper life, and when about a year ago 
she called on her parents with McCormick 
and said that they were married, he did not 
credit the statement. He said that he 
would claim the body and give it decent 
burial.

Patrolman Lewis Owen of the West 
Thirty-seventh Street Station was tried on 
charges preferred by Acting Inspector Har- 
ley and Capt. Brown. The complaint was 
that while conveying a female prisoner to 
court on July 1 he advised her to plead 
guilty and kept a pair of gloves belonging 
to her. The woman was Mrs. Gertie War- 
ner, who had been arrested in her flat, at 259 
West Thirty-ninth Street, on a charge of 
disorderiy conduct. Acting Inspector Har- 
ley said he made the complaint on the 
strength of a newspaper story. Mrs. War- 
mer did not appear. Capt. Brown sald he 
had made every effort to find her, but with- 
out success. 

Charles Moffatt, who owns the flat where 
she lived, said Patrolman Owen brought 
Mrs. Warner’s gloves to him and asked 
him to deliver them to her. Patrolmen 
Owen told the Commissioner that he sim- 
ply advised the woman to tell the truth. 
As to the gloves, he carried them for her 
and forgot to return them. The complaint 
was dismissed. 

“Shoofly’’ Roundsman Jerry Sullivan 
charged Patrolman George W. Hoefling of 
the Eldridge Street Station with reading a 
mewspaper while cn patrol. Hoefling staced 
he was reading an article about an arrest 
he had made.

Patrolman Charles G. Kammer of the 
Mercer Street Station was on trial yester- 
day before Police Commissioner Roosevelt 
on a charge of clubbing preferred by John 
McAndrew, a laborer, living at 82 Chris- 
topher Street. 

McAndrew said that when he was walk- 
ing through Macdougal Street, near West 
Third Street, on July 14, a patrolman came 
up to him, and, without provocation, struck 
him in the face with a club, knocking out 
two of his teeth. He identified Kammer as 
the policeman. 

Kammer denied the charges, He said he 
was not in Macdougal Street at the time, 
and also informed the Commissioner that 
McAndrew first accused another policeman, 
Kammer was formerly the amateur cham- 
pion boxer. 

Patrolman John J. Bryan of the Mul- 
berry Street Station is to be placed on trial 
for clubbing Joseph Bruno, the son of Roc- 
co Bruno, a music dealer, of 377 Broome 
Street, a few evenings ago.

Mayor Wurster will have to grant a first- 
class theatrical license to the Surf Athletic 
Club of Coney Island. He refused last 
week to grant such a license, but the per- 
sons interested in the club went before Jus- 
tice Osborne, in the Supreme Court, Brook- 
lyn, and asked for a mandamus to compel 
the Mayor to grant a license. 

Mayor Wurster intimated that the reason 
he refused the license was hecause the 
club wanted to have a “ slugging match,” 
and he did not intend to be a party to any 
such affair. 

The fighting bouts were to have taken 
place Wednesday night, but were postponed 
until to-morrow evening. 

In granting the mandamus yesterday, 
Justice Osborne said: 

Even conceding, for the sake of the argument, 


| that the Mayor is vested with fhe discretion as 


to granting licenses, as contended for by the 
learned Corporation Counsel, there is no evi- 
dence. before the court that the Mayor has exer- 
cised any such discretion; the statement of a 
third party, to wit, the private secretary, as to 
what investigation was made, as to what in- 
formation the Mayor succeeded in obtaining, and 
what conclusion he has arrived at in the aileged 
exercise of his discretion, is mere hearsay and 
cannot weigh against the positive declarations 
of the relator, 

It is almost needless to add that if any prize- 
fights are attempted to be cafried on in relator’s 
building in violation of the law, the police 
authorities will undoubtedly interfere. 

Justice Osborne, besides sranting the man- 
damus, aiso allowed $50 costs, which the 
city will have to pay. 

When Mr. Schieren was Mayor he also re- 
fused to grant a license to the Sea- 
side Athletic Ciub, and Justice Gay- 
nor granted a mandamus. On the 
night of the fight, however, the po- 
lice were present and made it so uncom- 
fortable for the pugilists that the fight was 
declared off, and no other fights were al- 
lowed unless the police were on hand, and 
the Superintendent of Police was recognized 
as the referee, as it was he who gave the 
elem whether or not the fighting was too 
brutal. 

The result was that fighting at Coney 
Island became a farce. The Surf Athletic 
Club now desires to revive the old-time 
pugilism, and by the decision of Justice 
Osborne the Mayor must grant the license, 
but Inspector Clayton and Acting Captain 
Lawson will see that the pugilists do not 
do any damage to each other.

TROUBLE. BETWEEN SEABOARD AIR 
LINE AND SOUTHERN, 





Failure of the Southern States rreigirt 
Association to Harmonize Matters 
—The Seaboard Air Line Defiant— 
President St. John Says that the 
Southern Is to Blame for the Ex- 
isting Differences—Notes of Vari- 


ous Interests. 


ATLANTA, Ga., July 23.—A committee from 
the Executive Board of the Southern States 
Freight Association had a conference to- 
day with Vice President St. John of the 
Seaboard Air Line in reference to the cut 


rates which that line has put in force from 
Baltimore to the South. Mr. St. John stat- 
ed that he would be pleased to hear any 
statement which the committee had to pre- 
sent, but that he would ask the privilege 
of making his reply in writing later in the 
day, so the committee did all the talking. 
It was composed of President Thomas of 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, 
President George C. Smith of the Atlanta 
and West Point, Traffic Manager W. L. 
Guillaudeu of the Old Dominion Steamship 
Company, Traffic Manager Whitney of the 


Merchants and Miners’ Steamship Com- 
pany, and General Manager Scott of the 
Georgia Railroad. They asked Mr. St. 
John to withdraw his cut rate, which 
threatened general demoralization and vast 
loss of revenue to all lines in the South. 

In his written reply, which was handed 
to Chairman Thomas this afternoon, Mr, 
St, John recites what he declares to be the 
efforts of the Southern Railway to crush 
the Seaboard, with the view to defeating 
competition. He concludes by asking: 
“Shall it be the withdrawal of the South- 
ern’s new line of steamers between Balti- 
more and Norfolk and the making of sat- 
isfactory through-car arrangement, eas- 
ily to be accomplished, and the saving of 
the revenue thereby to the Southern and 
other lines, or shall it be the disrupting 
of all rates through thousands of miles of 
territory, and the consequent loss to it of 
millions of revenue, with a more speedy 
necessity for the reorganization of its 
(the Southern’s) system. The problem_is 
theirs to solve, not ours. We do not fear 
either the problem or the Southern; our 
cause is just, and sooner or later the right 
will prevail.” 


Switehing Charges. 


CHICAGO, July 23.—The troublesome 
switching charge has again been the sub- 
ject of consideration by Eastern roads. 
When the Joint Traffic Association some 
months ago declared. that the cost of trans- 
ferring cars from manufacturing industries 
over the Belt Line to the various roads 
must be borne by the shipper, it was thought 
the matter had been settled. It seems, 


however, some of the roads. have favorite 
shippers whose business they desire to keep 
and who object te paying the switching 
charge. The proposition that the roads 
absorb the charge, as had been done in 
the past, was again broached, and freight 
men have been wrestling with it for several 
days. Yesterday the meeting adjourned 
after a decision had been reached that the 
charge was a just and equitable one, and 
that the present tariff should be enforced. 

One of the latest rumors concerning the 
Baltimore and Ohio is that it will secure 
rights over the elevated loop when that 
work is completed, and will thereby come 
into one of the most magnificent terminals 
of any railroad in the city. 


An Award of Royalties, 


Ex-Surrogate Rollins has filed a report as 
referee in the suit brought by Augusta 
Genet against the Delaware and Hudson 
Canal and Coal Company, in which he 
awards certain disputed royalties to the 
plaintiff on a contract she had with the 


company. The plaintiff owned certain coal 
lands in Pennsylvania on which she con- 
tracted with the company to mine and pay 
her a royaity of 12% cents a ton on all coal 
mined to a certain size. She claimed that 
she had not received the full amount due 
her on this contract, and the referee gives 
her judgment for $24,750.25 due her from the 
cemeney and the costs and taxes of the ac- 
tion,

L. H. Roth Arrested for Passing One 
That Bore a Forged Indorsement, 


Louis H. Roth of 276 East Houston 
Street was hel’ in the Essex Market Police 


; Court yesterday for examination on a 


charge of passing a check for $58.35 which 
bore a forged indorsement. 

The check was a good one, but the in- 
dorsement of the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company. had been forged. It ap- 
pears that on June 22 John Rous presented 
himself to John McCabe, a saloon keeper at 
94 Columbus Avenue and represented him- 
self as the Assistant Superintendent of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company. Mc- 
Cabe gave him a check for $58.35, the 
amount of premium due on an insurance 
policy. Later the check came into Roth’s 
possession, and he went to the Hun- 
garian Bank, at 1 Avenue B, and asked 
to have it cashed. George H. Langyel, the 
manager of the bank, refused to cash the 


check unless Roth was identified. Joseph 
Stock of 278 East Houston Street, a Direct- 
or of the bank, then indorsed the check of 
Roth, with whom he was acquainted, and 
it was cashed. Later the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company said its indorsement 
had been forged. 

Roth was arrested on Wednesday, and 
when he was taken t9 court yesterday there 
was some discussion as to who should make 
the complaint against him, The_ officials 
of the insurance company wanted to ap- 
pear as compainants. The officers of the 
bank said that they should be allowed to 
complain, as they had paid over the money 
on a check that ¢yas practically worthless 
in one sense, because of the forged indorse- 
ment. Mr, McCabe wanted to know where 
he came in. As the check was certified, 
he said, he is still liable for its amount. 
The officers of the insurance company said 
that as Rous, who received the check, is 
not an officer of their company, Mr. Mc- 
Cabe still owes them the amount of his 
premium. The bank officers wanted to 
know where they are going to recover their 
money. 

It was finally decided to let Mr. McCabe 
draw up the compiaint, and have the other 
parties witness it. ; 

The officers of the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company say they will have Rous 
indicted and extradited from Buda-Pesth, 
Hungary, where he went soon after receiy- 
ing the check.

FAILURE OF AN ITALIAN 





BANK. 


Elisa Banked in a Cash Register in 
a Saloon, 


The Italian banking firm of Gaetano D. 
Elisa & Co. of 102 Brunswick Street, Jer- 
sey City, and 37 Main Street, Brooklyn, 
failed yesterday, and Elisa, the head of the 
firm, and all the police could find of it, was 
locked up in Jersey City on a charge of 
embezzlement.

The only person the police were able to 
find who had ever got, any money out of 
the bank was Carrina Gensole of 170 Mont- 
gomery Street. He put in $100, and got it 
out in installments. When Geronimo Con- 
state of 87 Main Street, Brooklyn, who had 
deposited $458; Giovanni di Prinzi of 275 
Atlantic Avenue, Brooklyn, who had depos- 
ited $1,100, and Carmena Derole of 104 
Brunswick Street, Jersey City, who had de- 

osited $100, tried to withdraw their depos- 
ts, they could not get them, even in in- 
stallments. Yesterday they made complaint 
before Police Justice Potts, and Elisa was 
arrested. 

He was represented by Alexander Simp- 
son, who asked for an adjournment, in or- 
der that he might inquire into the case.

Confession, 


 May’s Lanpino, N, J., July 23.—Damaging 
evidence was brought out against John 
Rech, who is on trial here for murdering 
his common-law wife, Bessie Weaver, at 
the session of the court this morning. The 


confession made by the accused to Chief 
Detective Miller of Philadelphia was intro- 
duced in evidence. Counsel for the prisoner 
fought hard and long against the confession 
being admitted, but was beaten, and the 
confession was laid before the jury. 

Chief Miller was the first witness. It was 
to him that the confession was made the 
Sunday morning after the arrest of Rech 
in Philadelphia. The detective testified 
that the confession was made without 
threats, persuasion, or promises. The fight 
was begun at this point, and the counsel 
tor the prisoner claimed the evidence was 
uot sufficient to show the confession to have 
been a voluntary one. 

‘he formal objection to the admittance of 
the confession was overruled. Lawyer Ste- 
phany then arose, and, with much dramatic 
effect, pleaded that the usual course of the 
trial be departed from and that the prisoner 
be allowed to take the stand at that point 
end contradict the testimony of the detect- 
ive. : Rech did not make the confession free- 
iy, it was claimed. He had been forced 
nto it. 

Counsel wanted the benefit of Rech’s story 
reaching the jury before the confession, 
and fought hard. Finally, Judge Ludlow 
ordered Rech to take the stand. He then 
told him to tell in his own words and with- 
out prompting how the confession came to 
be made. 

Rech trembled visibly as he slowly made 
his way to the witness chair. He sank into 
the chair in what appeared to be a half- 
dazed manner, and did not draw himself 
together for some time. Finally he told 
What he claimed was the true version of 
the events leading up to the confession. 

I did not*want to talk that morning,” 
he said. “I had just been brought to the 
City Hall. I was sick and tired, and did 
not want to say anything about the mat- 
ter on Sunday morning. But Chief Miller 
said for me to go ahead; it would be bet- 
‘ter to have it all over with, and the soon- 
er.I told about it the better. I then told 

im all about Bessie, and what happened 
that Saturday night.” 

Counsel! then made another powerful plea 
Ro have the confession kept out. The effort 
tailed, and the confession was admitted. As 
the reading went on Rech was greatly af- 
fected. He shifted about on his chair, and 
repeatedly wiped great drops of perspira- 
tion from his forehead. he confession 
Was practically the same as the one made 
to Lawyer Williams, except that it went 
into the minute details of the strangling 
bay woman and then of the burial of the 
ody. 

_ The State rested at the noon recess, ané 

‘when court reconvened the case for the de- 

fense was opened by Counselor Endicott. 

The address outlined the defense to be an 

oy to avoid conviction in the first de- 
ee. 

Rech, on taking the stand on his own be- 
half, told the story of his life, and how he 
met Bessie Weaver. He told of their com- 
ing to the lonely farmhouse in Estelleville 
and the incidents of their stay there. He 
claimed that Bessie left the farmhouse in 
the latter part of September, saying she 
fwas going to Philadelphia. She was absent 
two weeks. The accused claimed Bessie 
told him she had been divorced from her 
former husband. 

Rech was very nervous, and the strain 
Was SO great he was temporarily excused 
from further testifying. Drs. Reilly and 
Pennington were recalled, and explained 
that death could have been caused by 
strangulation. 

Rech, who appeared calmer after a brief 
rest, was recalled. He told how the child 
had been adopted by him and Bessie, and 
retold the story of the occurrences of the 
morning on which he murdered Bessie. He 
82.id that while in bed he heard a noise 
down stairs, and, on investigating, found 
fsessie was dressing, getting ready to leave 
the farm. He threw her on the bed and 
hook and choked her. Before he knew it, 
She was dead. He claimed that he did not 
remember how he buried the body. 

Court, after a recess, reassembled at 7:15 
to-night and the trial proceeded. The ses- 
~~2 geeae two hours. Rech was on the 

nd. 

He wanted the court to repeat what he 

had said in the afternoon, claiming his mind 
was weak. Then he continued his confes- 
sion, and told of the burying of the body 
and all the details happening between the 
murder and his arrest. He said he was 
restless from the minute the crime was 
committed. He told how he disposed of his 
Jive stock ard gave up the farmhouse. He 
showed how Bessie was shot in the leg, 
and he handled tke gun in court. 
_ it is now believed Rech will escape the 
full penalty of the crime, and that his law- 
yers will secure a verdict for him of mur- 
der in the second degree.

STRIKE ‘OF TAILORS SPREADING. 


More Men Join the Ranks and Others 
Are Expected to Follow. 


The strike of the tailors that began 
Wednesday spread further yesterday, 
about 1,000 more joining the ranks in the 
morning, and a little later 600 women and 
girls employed as fimishers also went out. 

It was announced that to-day the overcoat 
and sack-coat makers, who number about 
1,200, will go out, and on Sunday the mem- 
bers of the Pantsmakers’ Union wili strike 
to the number of 5,000. About 2,000 vest- 
makers will strike next week, and other or- 
ganizations may join them. The Progress- 
ive Tailors’ Union, that formerly belonged 
to the Knights of Labor, has also decided 
to go out. 

The Executive Committee of the United 
Garment Workers of America, with which 
the Brotherhood of Tailors is affiliated, will 
hold a meeting to-morrow afternoon and 
take formal action to support the strike. A 
member of the Executive Committee said 
yesterday that the general officers of the 
United Garment Workers were opposed to 
the strike at the first, and advised the men 
to wait until a more opportune time; but, 
as the men had started, the United Gar- 
— Workers would support them to the 
end. 

Meyer Schoenfeld said that there were 
already over 10,000 persons on strike. He 
also said that the Brotherhood had en- 
gaged ex-Assistant District Attorney Brad- 
ley to draw up the demands of the union 
in legal form, and then they would be pre- 
sented to the union for ratification. 

The contractors whose hands struck ap- 
pointed several committees to call on those 
contractors whose men were still work- 
ing and ask them to join in a plan to 
comrel the manufacturers to pay higher 
prices. Many of these consented and shut 
down their shops, and more of them are | 
expected to shut down to-day. 

he contractors had no formal meeting 
yesterday, but will have one to-morrow 
afternoon, and it was rumored that they 
will decide to close their shops to non- 
union men and openly espouse the cause 
of the strikers. The Executive Committee 
of the contractors held a secret session in 
the afternoon. 

The women and girls will hold _a mass 
meeting this evening at Walhalla Hall, and 
will be addressed by Minnie Rosen, Lottie 
Persky, and other leaders. 

Albert H. Hochstadter, President of the 
Clothing Manufacturers’ Association, said 
that the statements made by some of the 
strikers’ leaders, that the manufacturers 
had been withholding supplies, were not 
true. There were no supplies, as there was 
little demand for goods this season, and 
most of that demand was for cheap goods. 
In fact. the manufacturers expected little 
improvement in trade until after the elec- 
tions. 


PILGRIM CHURCH SPIRE DAMAGED. 





Much of Its Slate Covering Torn Off 
by Lightning. 


The spire of the Pilgrim Congregational 
Church, at the northeast corner of One 
Hundred and Twenty-first Street and Mad- 
ison Avenue, of which the Rev. Samuel H. 
Virgin is pastor, was struck by lightning 
at 11:30 Wednesday night, and it and the 
tower were damaged to the extent of $800. 
No damage was done to the interior of the 
church. 

When seen by a reporter for THE NEW- 
York Times yesterday, the spire looked 
as though it might have been bombarded 
with cannon balls. The spire and tower are 
120 feet high, the tower being square 
and the spire hexagonal. In the tower 
are four small windows, and four that 


are 30 feet long. 

The first lightning bolt struck the gilt ball 
at the apex of the spire, and tore the slate 
from the northeastern side. Another bolt 
struck the northern side of the spire and 
carried away a considerable portion of 
the brickwork and stone coping of the 
tower. All of the windows in the tower 
were shattered. Nearly 100 panes of stained 
glass in the Gothic windows facing Madi- 
son Avenue were also broken. 

Two or three pieces of stone on the west- 
ern side of the tower were torn away by 
the lightning. 

In the house of John Marks of 130 East 
One Hundred and Twenty-second Street 
—nearly two blocks away—the shock was 
felt plainly. Mr. Marks was in his bed- 
room at the time, and was almost knocked 
off his feet. In the home of L. B. Purdy 
of 126 Bast One Hundred and Twenty-sec- 
ond Street there was almost a panic. Sev- 
eral women rushed from the upper stories 
of the house, thinking that the building 
had been struck. They were reassured by 
Mr. Purdy. 

A group of men standing at One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-first Street and Lexington 
Avenue saw the bolts strike the church. 
They said yesterday that from where they 
stood the light was blinding, and the thun- 
der had the effect of a small earthquake. 

J. M. Ryder of 64 East One Hundred and 
Twenty-first Street, who is the sexton af 
the church, inspected the church immedi- 
ately after it was struck, and found that 
no damage had been done to the interior. 


Lightning Felt on the Bridge. 
Car No. 75, attached to one of the bridge 
trains on its way from this city to Brook- 
lyn, during the thunder storm Wednesday 
night, the bridge officials say, was struck 
by lightning and six panes of glass broken. 
The car was crowded with passengers, but 
none of them was injured, nor did any of 
them feel the electricity. Some of them 
say that the windows were broken by the 
concussion caused by the heavy thunder. 
A fiagpole on the building at Concord and 
Liberty Streets, Brooklyn, near the bridge, 
was struck and shattered by the lightning 
in the same storm. 





BABETA BRAWS HARD FORTUNE. 


Driven from Her Property by a 
Squatter and Almost Destitute. 


A story of hardship was brought out by 
a motion made before Recorder Goff in Part 
I. of the General Sessions Court yesterday 
by H. A. Frost. 

He appealed to the Recorder to extend the 
assistance of the law to a weak woman 
suffering from the tardy course of justice. 
This woman, he said, was near the point of 
absolute destitution because the law has 
not given her the protection she is entitled 


to. 

The woman, Mr. Frost said, was Mrs. Ba- 
beta Bram, who is now well along in years. 
Mrs. Bram and her husband, Jacob, ac- 
quired on April 24, 1878, the property at 
1,867 First Avenue, each owning one-half. 
The ownership of the property was duly 
registered in the County Clerk’s office. She 
and her husband collected $100 a month 
rent for the place. It is now worth $200 a 
month rental. She and her husband col- 
lected rent up to 1881. Soon afterward her 
husband went to California, where he died, 


in 1891. 
Some time after her husband went away 


a squatter, Herman A. Koenig, took pos- 


session of her property. She invoked the aid 
of the law to remove the squatter, and 
after several years she succeeded in driv- 
ing him out. When he removed, however, 
he left Anna Goldsmith in possession of the 
property, and she still remains in full con- 
rol. 

: Mrs. Bram has tried in vain year after 
year to get the woman squatter out. Mrs. 
Bram went to the house in September, 1895, 
placed all the furniture in a rear room, and 
put a padlock on the door. The Goldsmith 
woman appeared later, broke the padlock, 
and forced Mrs. Bram out of the house and 
off the property. At the same time she 
threatened personal violence to Mrs. Bram 
if she returned. 

Since then Mrs. Bram has been unable to 
visit her own property. As she has no 
other means of rel she is near a starv- 
ing condition, although rightfully entitled 
to an income of about $200 a month. 

The Recorder said he was busy, but 
would take the papers and look at them 
when at leisure. 

Mr. Frost stated that Anna Goldsmith 
now rents a part of the premises to a 
Chinaman, who conducts a laundry and pre- 
sumably pays rent to her.

Brooklyn has a roof garden that is unlike 
enything bearing that name to be found any- 
where else in the country. The great charm 
ascribed to roof gardens is usually the 
delightful privacy of being high up in the 
air. The Brooklyn garden is on the level 
with the elevated road, and under the eyes 
of the travelers who pass in the trains 
every few minutes. The garden is situated 
on the roof of a one-story building about 


five blocks above Bridge Street. The own- 
ers are the people living in the second 
storv of a house on the next street, whose 
back door opens onto this roof. 

There is an effective color scheme in the 
garden, for the rear of the owner’s house 
is painted a bright blue, lighted by large 
letters, forming a conspicuous advertise- 
ment. The blue forms the background, 
which brings out the colors in the garden— 
yellow, almost entirely, and in sunflowers. 
There are two lines of them, leading up 
to the door of the house, so that the resi- 
dents walk through an avenue of the tall 
stalks and blossoms, rising over their 
heads. There are other flowers and other 
sunflowers on different parts of the roof, 
and often a couple of women can be seen 
wandering among them and evidently con- 
sidering their inerits.

A visit to Second Avenue, between Twen- 
ty-third and Houston Streets, would be a 
revelation to a great many New-Yorkers 
who do not know the city. The avenue is 
very wide and has an air of spaciousness 
which is particularly agreeable. Many of 
the older buildings still remain, looking 


very much as they did a good many years 
ago. Then there were FAs: A residents 
on the street. All of the old families 
there are only now passing away, and the 
younger generation disposes of the prop- 
erty. There are houses with yards and big 
willow trees, and many vines cover the 
buildings in different places. Old St. Mark’s 
Church, with its surrounding green church 
yard and old tombs, is still a beautiful 
sight. It was one of the tombs in the yard 
from which A. T. Stewart’s body was stolen, 
and up near the church is a stone marking 
the resting place of the first Governor of 
New-York. 

Further down the avenue is given up 
more to commercial interests, but it is still 
broad, and innumerable beer and wine gar- 
dens line the way, the vine-covered in- 
closures in front of the shops making oases 
every Nere and there. Many hospitals and 
institutions have taken possession of the 
houses above Eighth Street.

FACCUSES THE STEERSMAN. 





BRAM STOUTLY DENIES) HAVING 
DONE THE FULLER MURDERS, 


Brown, the Wheelman, the Only Man 
Who Could Have Committed 
Them, the Mate Says, Under Ex- 
amination Before Consul General 
Ingraham—Brown Adheres to His 
Statement that He Saw the Kill- 
ings, and He Is Believed. 


Hauirax, July 23.—No new theories have 
developed with regard to the triple tragedy 
on the barkentine Herbert Fuller. The po- 
lice are apparently satisfied that the mate, 


Thomas Bram, is the perpetrator, and be- 
lieve that they will have but little difficulty 
in fastening the crime on him. 

Bram has been recognized by several per- 
sons who met him in New-York and else- 
where. It is said that a person who called 
on Bram remarked, while conversing with 
him, that Seaman Brown, who was at the 
wheel the night of the tragedy, had said 
he saw Bram kill the Captain. To this 
Bram is said to have replied: 

*“*He could not see me kill him.” 

John Swan, the senior member of the ship- 
ping firm of Swan & Son, New-York, when 
asked what he intended to do with the ves- 
sel, said he would leave her moored, ready 
to proceed on her voyage, until a Captain 
arrived to take charge of her. He was of 
the opinion that the American authorities 
would not require that the vessel be sent 
to Boston. He did not anticipate that the 
United States Government would issue such 
an order. Mr. Swan knew nothing in re- 
gard to the mate, Bram, or, in fact, any of 
the crew. 

Capt. John Nash of Harrington, Me., a 
brother of the murdered Captain, left for 
home to-day with the bodies of the late 
Captain and Mrs. Nash. 

The Magistrate’s inquiry into the tragedy 
has not as yet begun, although Medical Ex- 
aminer Finn recommended one. United 
States Consul General Ingraham held a pri- 


vate inquiry of his own this morning. He 
locked himself in his office with the passen- 
ger, Monks, and, it is understood, tran- 
scribed the sworn statement of the latter 
for the purpose of making it the basis of 
the Consul’s application for the extradition 
of Bram. 

Bram was then taken from his cell and be- 
fore the Consul General under special guard. 
He wore a dirty looking woolen shirt without 
a collar, and his hair was closely cut. He is 
a powerful looking man, and certainly has 
a bad looking face. In answer to a ques- 
tion, he said he had never been asked on 
shipboard if he had committed the mur- 
ders. ‘There was no conspiracy between him 
and Brown. He said in answer to another 
question: : 
‘ “I assure you I did not commit the mur- 

ers.”’ 

He had left Brown at the wheel to go for- 
ward, and while returning saw Monks with 
a revolver. The reason he threw a piece of 
wood at Monks was because he thought 
Monks was going to kill him. 

Bram stated that he went to the wheel 
just before Monks raised the alarm and 
asked Brown how the ship.stood. He or- 
dered Brown put in irons because he was 
suspected of the murders. 

“Under the circumstances,” said Bram, 
“Brown was the only one who could have 
committed the murders.” 

Bram said that he did not want counsel. 
He seemed to be in good spirits, and ap- 
parently did not fear the result of the trial. 

*“* When the truth is all out the guilt will 
be on other shoulders,’’ he said. He re- 
marked that he would rather be tried in 
Halifax than in Boston, although he did 
not fear the issue of a fair trial anywhere. 
Yet, in his opinion, the citizens of Boston 
would be prejudiced against him, owing to 
the fact that a Boston man played so prom- 
inent a part in the case. 

It is now settled that the trial will not 
take place in Halifax. 

Wheelman Brown’s 
effect as follows: 

“I saw Bram go into the chart room and 
strike the Captain with an axe, and knock 
him off his couch. He then struck him while 
he was down.” ‘ 

In answer to a question, Brown said he 
heard a woman scream, and immediately 
afterward the mate came on deck and 
asked how the ship was steering, and then 
went forward. He also stated that he did 
not talk further with the mate because he 
was afraid of his life. When the mate 
came from the cabin, Brown says, he had 
no axe in his hands, but one was subse- 
quently thrown overboard. 

Detective Power and others who heard 
Brown’s statement remarked that the 
United States Consul General and the oth- 
ers were very much impressed with its 
straightforwardness, Brown answering free- 
ly questions put to him.

Bram an Unfortunate Owner. 


Thomas Bram, the mate of the barken- 
tine Herbert Fuller, who is held at Halifax 
for the murder of Capt. Nash and his wife 
and the second mate, was the owner of two 
craft in 1889, both of which were lost. He 
purchased the brig Twilight, 144 tons, in 
January of that year, and sailed from New- 
York, May 12, for San Domingo City. The 
vessel foundered, June 27, off Boco Nigua, 
all hands being saved. He bought the 
schooner China, 113 tons, later in the same 
year, and she was wrecked off the north 
coast of South America. 


KILLIAN AND MONEY DISAPPEARED. 





Abandoned His Employer’s Wagon 
and Supposed to be in New-York. 


Alfred Killian, twenty years old, disap- 
peared from his home, 8 Paterson Avenue, 
Hoboken, Wednesday, under peculiar cir- 
cumstances. He lived with his employer, 
James Leary, a dealer in pails and brooms. 
Leary sent Killian out Wednesday morn- 
ing with a wagonload of goods worth $65 
to sell in North Hudson. He also gave him 
a check for $50 and $48 in cash to deposit 
in the First National Bank. 

Killian was last seen in Union Hill at 4 
o’clock Wednesday afterncon. At 9 o’clock 
that night his wagon was found at Willow 
Avenue and Fourteenth Street, Hoboken, 
near the Fourteenth Street Ferry. It con- 
tained about $13 worth of goods. 

The rig was identified yesterday by Mr. 
Leary. In a box under the seat of the 
wagon Killian’s coat was found.

George Davidson Was Troubled with 
Byspepsia and Insomnia. 


George J. Davidson, forty-four years old, 
who was employed as the Superintendent 
of Exchanges of the New-York and New- 
Jersey Telephone Company, and who lived 
at 362 Lafayette Avenue, Brooklyn, com- 
mitted suicide at his home some time yes- 
terday morning by shooting himself twice 
in the breast. 

He had been suffering with indigestion 
for some months, and had failed to consult 
a physician. His wife went to visit rela- 
tives in New-York Wednesday night, and he 
and his son, nineteen years old, slept alone 
in the house that night. The son cooked 
breakfast yesterday morning, and then 
started for work, after getting his father 
to promise that he would see a physician 
during the day. 

When the boy returned to the house 
shortly after noon he found his father 
lying on a board in the kitchen, with a 


pillow under his head. In his left hand 
was grasped a revolver, two of the cham- 
bers being empty. 

It is eo agg oe that he first shot himself 
in the right breast, and when he ascer- 
tained that the shot had not taken effect, 
changed the revolver to his left hand and 
shot himself in the left breast. 

The only cause given for the suicide is 
that Mr. Davidson had been suffering from 
indigestion, and had been troubled with 
insomnia for some time. His wife was 
sent for and arrived at the house last 
night. He was not a drinking man, and 
lived in a neatly furnished flat.at the 
above address.

Justice Ingram of Long Island City had 


a busy day yesterday. After disposing of 


the usual number of offenders charged with 


Various offenses, he listened to the exam- 


ination of the second batch of defendants 


who were gathered into Anthony Com- 
stock’s dragnet when the poolrooms of Long 
Island City were raided on July 8 It was 
a tiresome task, but the Justice, wearing 
a comfortable, soft-bosomed negligée shirt, 
and with a smile of compassion for the 
contending counsel, sat through the four 
hours’ ordeal without a murmur. He was 
calm even when Anthony Comstock gave 
the lie to Mr. Youngs and Mr. Youngs de- 
rnanded a retraction and became excited. 

If one should walk along the streets of 
Long Island City with Justice Ingram, as 
a reporter for THE NEW-YoRK TIMES did 
yesterday during the noon recess of 
the court, he would notice that every 
other person greeted him with the saluta- 
tion, ‘*‘ Hello, Jimmy! Everybody knows 
him, and all who have seen him in court 
must admire his apparent desire to act im- 
partially. Counsel for both sides agreed as 
to this, and even the alleged ‘‘ sheet writ- 
ers,” “‘ backers,’”’ and “ blackboard men”’ 
had no objections to offer to his rulings. 

Long Island City smells, and a 
number of them were in Justice Ingram’s 
dingy little courtroom on Fifth Street when 
the cases were called. Mayor Gleason was 
not present. He had driven over the city 
early in the morning to see if it was all 
there, and he told the reporter that nothing 
could keep him in town the rest of the day 
but a wedding at which he would be allowed 
to kiss the bride. 

Anthony Comstock came into court on 
time, with his witnesses and with his cus- 
tomary bundle of legal papers. District At- 
torney Noble was not far behind, and he 
looked confident. Iiis hair was freshly 
clipped, and as he settled into his chair be- 
side Mr. Comstock he cast a scornful glance 
at the array of counsel for the defendants, 
and said he was ready. Before he had his 
hair cut, people said he was handsome, but 
now he presents a visiting card when he 
goes home. Outside the courtroom he is 
plain ‘‘ Dan,’ and he is engaged nowadays 
in demonstrating that he is as much at 
home at a firemen’s tournament or a Hiber- 
nian picnic as he is in the courtroom, He 
is a candidate for re-election this Fall, 

The first case called was the people 
ngainst James Brown, Henry Van Buren, 
George Myers, and William Smith, who are 
charged with having operated a poolroom 
at 50 Greepoint Avenue. Van Vechten, 
Youngs & Delavan appeared for the de- 
fendants. The Rev. Mr. Parks, the head 
of the Law and Order Society of Long 
Island City, was among the spectators, and 
when Justice Ingram ordered the court- 
room cleared he pleaded with Mr. Youngs, 
who is an old college friend; but he was 
obliged to go along with the time-worn 
“sports”? and the regular hangers-on. 

Then Mr. Youngs noticed that Mr. Com- 
stock wa: “still presiding within the pre- 
cincts of the courtroom,”’ and he asked to 
have him removed. He objected.to having 
the witnesses under the eye-of Mr: Com- 
stock, and further contended that this was 
not a case in which Mr. Comstock or the 
Society for the Suppression of Vice was 
the complainant, but the people of the 
State of New-York, which was much larger 
than either. Mr. Comstock maintained 
that he was the complaining witness, and 
he remained. 

James House, the detective who secured 
the evidence, was first called to the stand. 
He told of his visit to the poolroorm in the 
rear of Michael Tuite’s saloon, at 50 Green- 
wich Avenue, on the afternoon of June 
29, with his assistant, William F. Hennessy. 
He told of the arrangement of blackboards 
containing the names of horses to run at 
Latonia and St. Louis, and said there were 
between fifty and seventy-five persons in 
the room. Van Buren was at the black- 
board, changing the odds as they were 
talled out by a man behind a modern par- 
tition. - 

The witness had just identified Van Buren 
as one of the defendants when an exciting 
incident occurred, and for a time it looked 
as though it would be necessary to take an 
adjournment to allow Mr. Comstock and 
Lawyer Youngs to settle an affair of honor. 

Mr. Comstock was nodding assent to the 
manner in which District Attorney Noble 
Was conducting the examination of the 
witness, and Mr. Youngs, who was watch- 
ing every opportunity for an objection, 
shouted: ‘“‘ I object to Mr. Comstock’s wink- 
ing and nodding to the witness." 

“That’s a lie,’’ said Mr. Comstock. 

**Do you mean that?’ shouted Lawyer 
Youngs. 

i mo.° 

“Then I object to such language and de- 
mand the protection of the Court.” 

“When 1 am deliberately Hed about, 1 
must protect myself,"’ retorted Mr. Com- 
stock. 

By this time Mr. Youngs was very 
fn the face, and, advancing toward Mr. 
Comstock in a threatening manner, he 
fairly yelled: ‘*I am a reputable lawyer at 
this bar, and I will not submit to such lan- 
Zuage. I ask that Mr. Comstock be re- 
moved from the room unless he apolo- 
gizes to me for this insult.’’ 

Mr. Comstock was not calm and undis- 
turbed. He was white with rage, but said: 
**Stung by the falsehood, I, perhaps, said 
what I should not have said. I am willing 
to apdlogize to the Court for my remark.” 

The Court acknowledged that it had not 
heart the remark, but accepted the apology, 
while Mr. Youngs said that he considered 
the apology worse than the insult. Then 
the examination continued.

On June 20, Hennessy played a three- 
horse combination, and it won. When he 
went to cash his ticket, some technicality 
was brought up, and he received only &. 
He protested, but the cashier told him he 
was lucky to get that. Mr. Comstock has 
the two-dollar bill, which Hennessy won. 

On the cross-examination there was a 
long wrangle about the means of identify- 
ing the defendants, but the witness said 
he had seen ‘“ Cariey Bee,” Blake, and 
Adams on several occasions in two dif- 
ferent poolrooms, and could not be mis- 
taken, 

Hennessy testified that Kane’s name was 
over the door of the saloon, but that the 
tax certificate in the window was not in 
his name. However, he had seen Kane 
about the saloon, sometimes behind the bar 
serving drinks, and in every way acting as 
the proprietor of the place. However, Mr. 
Youngs moved for IKane’s discharge on 
the ground that nothing had been intro- 
duced to show that he was the proprietor 
of the place, or anything more than a bar- 
tender. 

The District Attorney contended that it 
was not necessary to show that Kane was 
the owner of ‘the place, that it was only 
necessary to show that he was the cccu- 
pant.

Lawyer Daker's Letter to Dock Board

When Mr. Baker heard this he 
President O’Brien the letter read 
terday’s meeting, which contained 
question: 

“Is it supposed for one moment that a 
competent and experienced lawyer will en- 
ter a competitive examination for the pur- 
pose of securing a retainer?” 

He said that he had been practicing for 
twenty years, and did not propose to stand 
examination as to his professional learning. 
The letter concluded with the statement 
that the timber secured by open competi- 
tion would hardly be satisfactory to the 
city. 

Mr. Baker, it is believed, will get the ap- 
pointment, notwithstanding the objection of 
the Civil Service Board. 

The members of the board disagreed over 
the application of the Screw Dock Com- 
pany for permission to repair its property 
at Pier 40 East River. 

President O’Brien is opposed to the im- 
provement of wharf property, which the 
city is trying to acquire, and so denied the 
request, 

Commissioner Monks said that the recent 
rainstorm had washed away some of the 
bulkhead and that the repairs contemplat- 
ed would not increase the value of the 
property. Commissioner Einstein thought 
so, too. 

The application was finally referred to the 
Corporation Counsel for settlement. 

A request was received from the Chari- 
ties Department that the Board of Docks 
construct a pier on Hart’s Island, for the 
use of the Manhattan State Hospital boat.

PAID MRS. ROBERTS $20,000.

Suit was instituted several weeks ago !n 
the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, against ex- 
Park Commissioner Marvin Cross, a‘ lum- 
ber merchant of Brooklyn, to compel him 
to pay for the support and maintenance of 


a thirteen-year-old boy, of whom, it is as- 
serted, he is the father. Publication of the 
suit caused considerable stir in social circles 
in the Eastern District. 

Mrs. Frank Roberts, who says she {s the 
mother of the boy, is the person who be- 
gan the suit against Mr. Cross. At the 
time she lived in South Oxford. Street,. near 
De Kalb Avenue, but she left the house 
as soon as the case went into court.- Her 
husband, who is supposed to be a theat- 
rical manager, lived with her. 

Mr. Cross declared that the woman was 
blackmailing him, and said that he had paid 
her almost $20,000, and had now resolved 
not to pay any more. 

There was a new turn in the case yes- 
terday when Mrs. Roberts and her. hus- 
band, George Roberts, were arrested in 
Mount Vernon by an attaché of the Brook- 
lyn District Attorney’s office, and ‘were 
taken before Justice Walsh, in the Butler 
Street Police Court, where’ they were 
charged with conspiracy. 

Mr. Cross now alleges that the two have 
tried to palm off the child on him, but. that 
he has received information which proves 
that the boy is not the child of. Mrs. Rob- 
erts, but is her nephew. James W. Ridg- 
way, the counsel for Mr. Cross, said that he 
begged Gen. Horatio C. King not to take 
the case inte court, as it was a case of 
blackmailing, but the General refused to 
take his advice. 

According to the affidavit upon which the 
warrant was issued and upon which the 
two persons were arrested, the real name 
of the child is Charles Orvie Townsend and 
his mother was Orvette Louise Townsend, 
who died eleven days after his birth, on 
Feb, 10, 1883. Dr. Briggs, now of Hancock 
Street, was present at the birth of the boy. 
The child’s father was William Townsend. 
and Mrs. Roberts was Mr. Townsend’s sis- 
ter. 

Mrs, Roberts, who was at that time Miss 
Townsend, it is alleged, lived with the par- 
ents of the boy, and when the child’s 
mother died his aunt took care of him. 
Mrs. Margaret Schul and. her husband, 
William Schul, the grandparents of the boy, 
live at 188 Broadway. Brooklyn. There 
are other relatives of the boy living in 
8rooklyn.,

Magistrate Simms Commits Her to

Mrs. Belle Joyce, fifteen years old, ap- 
peared in Yorkville Police Court yesterday 
morning and told Magistrate Simms she 
believed her husband had deserted her. She 
was committed to the care of the Society 


for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children 
until July 30, in order to give the police 
time to find her husband. 

Mrs. Joyce said she was merried July 1¢ 
at Los Angeles, Cal., to Neah G. D. Joyce, 
a young butcher, formerly of this city. He 
rescued her from drowning while bathing 
at Los Angeles, fell in love with her, and 
with her parents’ consent married her. He 
borrowed $200 from her mother and brought 
her to New-York, where they arrived Mon- 
day afternoon. They went to the Sherman 
Hotel, in East Forty-second Street, one 
night, and the next morning moved into 
apartments at 633 Third Avenue. The 
same afternoon her husband went away, 
saying he was going to Genesee County, 
where his grandfather lives, to get some 
money. He left her only 75 cents, and 


when that was spent she had no money for 
a meal, and had had no breakfast. 

On examining her husband’s trunks, she 
said, she found letters addressed to him 
by several women, one of whom called her- 
self his wife, and Mrs. Joyce feared she 
has been deceived. She was more certain 
of this when she failed to hear from her 
husband, 

Magistrate Simms promised Mrs. Joyce to 
do all he could for her, and directed that 
every means be taken to find her husband. 

A man about twenty-three years old 
entered the East Thirty-fifth Street Police 
Station about 6 o’clock last evening, and 
announced that he was Noah G. D. Joyce, 
and wanted to find his wife. 

‘**My landlord, Philip Noonan,” he said, 
“has just informed me that my wife is 
in the care of the Gerry society.’’ 

He was questicned about his disap- 
pearance. 

“TI didn’t disappear or run away,” he 
said, indignantly. ‘‘I told my wife I was 
going to Connecticut, and Mr. Noonan knew 
Il was going there, for I questioned him 
about boats and trains. I wanted to go to 
Hartford to see -a friend from whom I 
hoped to get some money, and perhaps em- 
ployment. I had barely enough to pay my 
fare there and back. When } got to Hart- 
ford I discovered that I had ‘lost my 
money on the train, and it took a day. to 
find it. I got it all back. My friend had 
gone to New-London, so to-day I started 
back, for I hadn’t enough money to go 
to New-London. I had nothing to eat all 
day Wednesday. When I arrived at my 
rooms my landlord began to lecture me for 
deserting my wife, and seemed to take & 
good deal of pride in the part he head 
played in getting her committed to the 
care of the Gerry society. He said she 
would have starved, but it didn’t occur to 
him that he might have let her have a meal 
or two.’’ 

Mr. Joyce said that the letters which had 
excited his wife’s apprehensions were from 
old sweethearts, whom he had long ago 
given up. Mrs. Joyce knew all about them 
before she married him and had no reason 
to fear anything on their account. He wag 
taken to the rooms of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children, where 
his statement was reduced to writing, and 
he was then told to appear in . Yorkville 
Police Court this morning~ to claim his 
wife.

When you refiect that the men of scienca 
have established the fact that a young 
robin may consume forty feet of worms in 
one day, and his parents must catch worms 
possibly for five young ones, making in all 
200 feet of worms to be captured in one 
day, you begin to realize what it is to have 
a nest full of young robins to take care of. 
If there is any reader who thinks this is a 
trifling task, just let him try to do it him- 
self. 

The Listener has lately been watching 
out of his window, in an apple tree close 
by the house, a nest of young robins who 
were almost big enough to fly, and were 
of the hungriest description. Their poor 
father was engaged all day long, from morn 
till dewy eve, in capturing worms and 
bringing them to those living chasms in the 
nest.

As soon as he had stuffed a worm down 
one of these yawning throats, he flew away 
to one of several worm preserves that he 
knew of, and, picking up a worm in an in- 
credibiy short space of time, he flew back 
always, no matter which direction he came 
from, to a certain post in the fence along 
the road in front of the house—provided, 
that is, that there was nobody in the way.

But a ast a change suddenly came. 
With all this feeding the young birds got 
so big that the nest would not begin to 
hold them. And, as if in the twinki ng of 
an eye, out they came, and one of them was 
on the grass under the tree, amid the fear- 
ful and most indiscreet screeching of the 
mother-robin, and before any one could get 
to the place the cat was there, and in 
another moment neither the cat nor the 
baby robin was there, but both were under 
the veranda, beyond the reach of the pole 
that the children were speedily thrusting 
in, and the worms were being in some 
measure avenged. 

There was wailing of parent robins and 
of children, but it was in vain; the cat 
was fulfilling its destiny, and the baby 
robin meeting its fore-ordained fate; the 
champion swallower of the apple tree was 
finding out what it was like to be swal- 
lowed. We prey, and are preyed upon; in 
some sense we pray in preying, as in work- 
ing, for to live is to worship, and life cannot 
be without the pulling down of other life. 
So by philosophy we somehow reconcile our- 
selves to the untimely death of the baby 
robin; and it is no doubt a little bit to our 
credit that it takes philosophy to do it. 

You may be sure that the cat came back 
after the other young robins, but, so far as 
the Listener was able to observe, she did 
not get one of them. Near the house there 
is a wood, and soon there was a certain 
amount of shouting of orders in the robin 
language out in the wood, and the apple- 
tree nest was empty forever of young rob- 
ins. It was a fair surmise that the par- 
ents had somehow transferred their sur- 
viving young ones to the Woods, where 
they could the better guard them against 
cats. They have been chattering there a 
good deal ever since, their calls mingling 
with the notes of the wood birds—black- 
throated green warbiers, oven birds, pine 
warblers, chewinks, and so on, who are 
doubtless not altogether pleased to have 
these Interlopers among them. 

But the robin, to tell the truth, is not a 
bold bird. Ho is quite saucy as regards 
human beings, especially when the human 
beings appear to be am cably inclined, but 
he is a coward as regards other birds; so 
the wood birds will probably be able to 
take care of themselves, even if for a time 
their haunt has become a robin nursery. 

Meantime, the garden in which the robin 
reaped his worm harvest has reason to 
regret the removal of the — robins 
from the apple tree, and their probable 

al abandonment of the diet of worms 
or one of ripening choke cherries and rasp- 
berries. The potato rows along which the 
old robin recently blithely hopped are yel- 
lowing sadly in places, and if the yellowi 
hills are opened, the presence of severa 
ugly white cut worms is revealed, which 
are steadily eating off the roots of the 
plant. Th though they 1! 


! robin evidently knows well how to get 
them to the surface. He is a benefactor 
to the place, and destroys every Summer 
ten times the value of whatever tame 
fruit he takes—besides delivering to the. 
human inhabitants large and valuable 
daily parcels of cheerfulness and fun. 





Opened an Ancient Vault.

At Szirma Bessenyoe, in Hungary, where 
Count Alfred Szirmay has an estate, a 
connoisseur of antiquities recently pre- 
vailed upon him to have excavations made 
in a dilapidated chapel near a ruin in tho 
park, Six feet under the ground a vault 
was found, from which, when it was 
opened, a strong smell’ emanated.
